NOTES OF THE WEEK. 


CONVERTS TO JUDAISM. 
he controversy which for some months has agitated to the very depths the 
community of Melbourne, and has even raised a ripple on the surface of the 
otherwise calm waters of neighbouring communities, has gone widely astray on 
the main question at issue. The correspondents on the subject in the Argus are 
mistaken in some of their arguments. The Bible does not forbid intermarriages. 
What it forbids is intermarriage with the seven Canaanitish nations. This has been 


clearly pointed out by the French Sanhedrin under Napoleon. Had intermar- 


riages been forbidden by the Law, Moses would not have married a Cushite 
woman, nor Boaz a Moabitess, who afterwards became the ancestress of King 
David. There are several other instances in the Bible of such intermarriages. 


_. When we find that Ezra and Nebemiah were very severe on marriages of this kind, 


it was because they were “mixed marriages,” i.¢., marriages in which the Gentile 
partner did not conform to the Jewish religion, as is evident from the expression 
used in the Books bearing these names—that these Gentile women had not sepa- 
rated themselves from the nations of the countries (whence they came). Nor can 
any stress be laid upon the assumed insincerity of such converts. In the first 
place, we have no right to condemn persons of good character who profess their 
sincere adhesion to the God of Israel. Mere suspicion cannot suffice for the 
purpose. The Divine Law-giver declared, “The hidden things belong unto the 
Lord but those which are revealed to us and to our children.” Woe must judge 
by the best evidence before us, and not be guided by mere surmises. No doubt, 
there have been. conversions from impure motives, as pointed out by one of 
the correspondents ; but there is quite as much, and as good, evidence to show 
that there have been converts who have most faithfully adhered to the religion 
of Israel. Only very lately, we made mention of a widow lady in the Kingdom 
of Hanover who died at a most advanced age, and who, being a proselyte t- 


Judaism, was remarkable for .her punctiliousness in the Jewish 
sites We ar onree}wee ouveral proselyte ladies who are much 


...w in their observances than even Jewesses by birth. In another column 
we publish a lucid and very able examination of the question by the Rev. A. L. 
Green. The historical data quoted by the reverend gentleman should remove all 
further doubts that may be entertained upon the subject. The argument that young 
men of the Jewish faith should marry Jewesses exclusively holds good in so far as 
it goes. But inasmuch as love is proverbially blind, and as there will always be 
young men who will disregard this duty, the question is whether it would be 
useful, or even expedient, to inflict upon these transgressors the punishment of 
refusing to their Gentile wives admittance to the synagogue. If it can be 
shown that the punishment does not prove deterrent, and is consequently only 


vindictive, it serves no good purpose, and is even immoral. Now, who that | 


knows human nature will maintain that exclusion of the Gentile partner from 
the synagogue may prove a deterrent strong enough to prevent “mixed 
marriages?’ Moreover, what right have we to punish the innocent children for 
the dereliction of duty by one of their parents? The Law distinctly declared: Child- 
ren shall not die for the parents, nor parents forthe children. What right, there- 
fore, have we to deprive the children of a Jewish parent of the privileges which 
the Law secures to the descendants of the patriarchs? The argument from the 
‘purity of the race is founded upon mere racial pride, and with respect to it the 


censure of the Editor of the Argus is well-deserved. The Editor remarks : 


In his every-day aspect the Jew is a liberal amongst the liberals. He is all for to ' 
equal rights, social equality and brotherly love, and other things of a cognate parmee he 
distinction between him and his Gentile friends is one of religions faith, In everything else he standa 
on the same footing. If born under the British flag he is an Englishman, if under the tricolour a 
Frenchman, and so on. But how different this fancy picture of Jewish feeling and aspiration is from 
the truth as revealed in the correspondence to which we have alluded. From this we gather thatall 
Jews or Jewesses who marry out of their race are placed under a social ban. Every obstacle is ut 
in the way of those who desire to qualify themselves for admission to this very select circle by = 
bracing Judaism. And what isthe reason? Simply that the Jewish people may continue to exist 
not only as & separate religious denomination in every Jand they inhabit, but as a distinet nation for 
whom there is a mystic future in store. In dealing with the enslaved people which emerged from 
Egyptian bondage under his guidance, Moses found it necessary to impose ordinances of the strictest 
kind upon them, and for these ordinances he claimed a divine origin. Fearful that his depraved

To sum up, the communal lay authorities of Melbourne have no right to sit in 


judgment over the decision of the London Ecclesiastical Authorities, within whose 


jurisdiction alone questions of this kind come. It is prejudice, but not regard for 
the ancestral religion, upon which the opposition to the decision of the Chief 
Rabbi is based. “ Mixed marriages” are undoubtedly forbidden. But there 
exists no law against intermarriage, if the Gentile partner in sincerity is willing 
to embrace the religion of the Jewish husband or wife. 


DISSENTING DISABILITIES, 

“The Duke of Westminster, speaking at the laying of a foundation stone of 
a congregational school at Mold,’ writes a contemporary, “referred to the vigit 
of the deputation to Earl Russell on the fiftieth anniversary of the repeal of the 
Corporation and Tests Acts, and said it seemed almost imposible in the present 
day that only fifty years ago such disabilities could have existed ; but it was a 
matter of history that they did, and that it took forty years to get them removed. 
He could not remember them, but he could remembcr when asa Whig haby he 
was taught to look on a Dissenter as being much in the same category as a 
murderer, and on a Dissenting chapel as a den of iniquity, to be quickly passed 
by. The Whig babies of a later generation had not these feelings, but he would 
not answer for some of the Tory babies. Even now there were some disabilities 
under which Dissenters laboured, and which required to be removed, and Mr 
Osborne Morgan, if he were present, would have had something to say of one of 
them ‘These remaining grievances must inevitably be removed, and that before 
very long.” Now, if such was the teaching with respect to chapel-folks and 
chapel, what must it have been with respect to Jews and the synagogue? Can 
we be surprised at the popular dislike to Jews, at the popular prejudice against 
them, and the difficulty experienced by those who endeavour to correct the 
erroncous current notions about Jews and Judaism? In view of the false 
teaching inculcated upon the popular mind for untold generations, it is rather a 
matter of surprise than otherwise that so much should have been accomplished 
within the last forty years. The progress during this period has been immense. 
It appoars very slow when looked at from year to year. But when viewed in 
the aggregate it is astonishing. One and the same individual without having 
as yet fallen into the sere-leaf, may remember the time when a Jew could not 
even be free of the city, when the number of Jewish brokers was limited and tle 
permission given by way of favour had to be purchased at a heavy price, and 
contrast it with the present day, when Jews sit in the legislature, when the seat 
on the bench, second only to the woolsack, is oveupied by a Jew. Nor have 


‘public institutions, not directly connected with the legislature or not even at 


all dependent upon it, been less liberalised. The Universities have been thrown 
open to the Jew, and ancient scholastic establishments only attended by the 
scions of England’s proud aristocracy, no longer refuse admission to the Jew, 
Rugby receives them and Harrow no longer excludes them. Nay, the Bank of 
England, one of whose bye-laws disqualified a Jew from a seat, has now had for 
some years a Jewish director. This the community should consider and not 


grow impatient if there is still preserved a remnant of former exclusiveness, a — 


Jew not yet having found his way into the Upper House. It is much better 
that the question be asked whv is there uv Jewish peer, than why is there a 
Jewish neer doubt, a man like the venerable Sir Moses Montefiore, or the 
venevolent Baron Rothschild, would not disgrace the English peerage. ‘ But as 
much has perhaps been accomplished in one generation as the nation is prepared 
to approve. It is true other nations have moved on still more quickly. Italy 
and Austria actually took leaps in this direction. Two Jews, we believe, sit in 
the Austrian Upper House. One Jew has a seat in the House of Lords of the 
German Empire, and in Italy, we believe, there are three Jewish senators. But 
then there is no such stability on the Continent as there is in England. Institu- 
tions created to-day may be abolished to-morrow. But in England, the advan- 
tage once gained is never lost again. Her motto is: Nulla vestigia retrorsum. 
Progress moves on steadily, but does not take leaps. It ‘proceeds slowly and 
surely. Many of these now in the prime of the life may yet, before age silvers 
their hair, see a Jew wearing the coronet and a rabbi sitting side by side with 
the bishops, should disestablishment not secularise the peerage, Greater political 
marvels than this have been witnessed in our days, 3 


ZEALOTISM IN THE HOLY LAND, 


The Gates of Zion, the organ of the rabbis of Jerusalem, has fallen foul of 
the Jewish Chronicle. One of its latest issues contains the following passage, 
which we translate from the Hebrew : ‘‘ We lately read the Jewish Chronicle. Its 
editor, whom God has favoured with fluent language, insults and reviles the 
inhabitants of Jerusalem, and especially the rabbis, as is his wont. And why ? 
What wrong has he found in them? Is it because they study the Talmud ; or 
because they have taken up their residence at Jerusalem ? We do not know. 
But this we know for a certainty that his hatred to tac Holy Land greatly 
exceeds his wisdom. It is little in his eyes to make us a reproach and a bye- 
word in the eyes of our brethren out of the Holy Land. And like the constantly 
falling drop, his words penetrate into the hearts of those who listen to him.” 
Now, that we have ever insulted and reviled the inhabitants of the Holy Land 


We totally deny. We pity them too much to insult them. They are under the 


thumb of the rabbis. It is not the inhabitants, but the zealots among them and 
their bigoted leaders, whom we censured, or as our sanctimonious contemporary 
chooses to say, whom we insulted. Did we hate the Holy Land, we should 
simply tread in the footsteps of most of our Continental contemporaries, who are 
80 disgusted with the proceedings at Jerusalem, that they simply pass them by 
with contempt, never caring to stir up the morass in which the Palestinian 
sloughs away. It is because the memory of the land of our fathers is dear to 
us, it is because the Holy Land is to us more than a mere name, it is because. 
we are anxious for her happiness and for her rational advancement that we dwell 
from time to time upon the deeds of fanaticism of which some of her inhabi- 
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tants are guilty, that we comment upon them, and severely take to task the men at 
the head of te community for allowing fanatical proceedings to disgrace the Holy 
City, if they are not actually encouraged by some of the rabbis. With the halui:ah 
in the hards of the rabbis, one might have thought that nothing would have 
been easier for these chiefs, were they in earnest, than to check all bigotry. Wo 
dy not censure the rabbis because they study the Talmud, but because they dis- 
regard some of its most important contents. The Talmud teaches wy mow 13 
nen> (marriage at eighteen). But the rabbis in the Holy Land allow boys of 
thirteen to be married. At all events they have never raised their potent voice 
against this abomination. The responsibility for such detestable unions and all 
its dire consequences rests upon them. The Talmud teaches joy J77 py n’n nD 

(pleasing is the study of the Law united with general good manners and training). 
But therabbissay there shall be no good training ; our children, say they, shall study 
no branch of knowledge customary in the country ; nothing but the Law. The 
Talmud declares FIN PR MOP PR ON (If there is no secular occupation there can 
te no study of the Law). But the rabbis take no heed to have the children 
taught any trade. Our most eminent rabbis of old exercised some handicraft to 
maintain themselves in the sweat of their brow. But tho rabbis of Jerusalem, 
even those who are not engaged in public functions claiming all their time and 
all their energies, are all brought up to beggary, and train the whole community 
to beggary.. We do not censure the rabbis because they have taken up their 
abode at Jerusalema. We censure them because they go there before they have 
the means to support themselves; because they do not make such arrange- 
ments as would check the influx of idlers and mendicants ; because the halukah 
is not so distributed as to exclude the undeserving, but is calculated to pauperise 
the whole community, and because no check is put upon fanaticism, if it is not 
absolutely countenanced by them ; because secular education is opposed, and all 
sorts of superstition encouraged by them ; and, lastly, because there is not a 
proposal for the intellectual progress of the community but it is fiercely assailed 
and torn in pieces by them. The weapon of excommunication is always at hand ; 
and if this should fail false charges can be trumped up and the interven- 
tion of a corrupt Pasha invoked; a fanatic mob may be stirred up against 
any rebel, and he be coerced by acts of violence, or he may be declared mad; 
robbed and tortured, as was Rabbi Sneersohn—though not at Jerusalem, 
but at Saphed, we believe, which rivals it in bigotry.’ Need we give instances ? 

We shall not go back very far. We shall only mention some conspicuous 
instances which occurred in our days, or very near our days. When a benevo- 
lent lady from Vienna, the daughter of very devout parents, determined to 
establish and endow a school at Jerusalem for the benefit of the Jewish com- 
munity, and sent there the Secretary of the community of Vienna to organise it, 
he was excommunicated; and the school established by him is to this day 
attended by no child of German or Polish Jewish parents, for it is even yet 
under the ban of the rabbis; only the Sephardim avail themselves of the 
establishment. AJ] this as well as the insults heaped upon him, are minutely 
described in Dr. Frankel’s “ Nach Jerusalem.” Had he distributed the endow- 
ment fund among them, and thus provided for their physical wants fur a few 
days, he would have been extolled to the skies and beslabbered with their 
adplations. When a society for the advancement of culture was formed, and a 
library under the patronage of Sir Moses Montefiore established, the outcry of 


heresy was raised at once; for, forsooth, in the library there were also some 


Caraitic books. The socicty was excommunicated, and such a dark picture 
drawn of the iniquity of these heretics, that Sir Moses Montefiore was induced to 
withdraw his patronage, and the society fell to pieces. When the editor of the 


_Ilabazeleth, published at Jerusalem, ventured to lift the corner of the veil of 


rabbinical intrigues and bigotry, a storm of persecution was raised against him, 
false charges were trumped up against him at the court, he was ill-used by a mob 
instigated against him, worried and brought to ruin. The account of his suffer- 
ings lies before us. We have not published it because we were afraid of a 
Oenpn. And what was the fate of Rabbi Sneerson at Safed, after he was 


suspected of having imbibed European views? Was he not robbed, insulted). 


buffeted, shut up under the pretence that he was mad, and thereby nearly 
brought to the brink of the grave? We repeat we do not hate the inhabitants 
of Jerusalem nor the rabbis either. What we hate is the demoniacal fanaticism 
possessing a number of them. It is these who form the AD Yay WRV (the 
leaven in the dough). We pray, with the wife of Rabbi Meir, for the removal 
of the sins, not the sinners: Let these be removed, and the rabbis of the Holy 
Land will have no warmer advocates than ourselves. But we should little 
understand our duty were we, with the knowledge of all the iniquities of which 
the zealots are guilty, and which remain unchecked by the rabbis, ta hold our 
peace. Nothing but plain speaking out will cure the evil; and this cure we will 
aim at as long as we can wield a pen. 


JEWISH JOURNALISM IN GERMANY, | 

A cireulation of 25,000 copies for an aggregate of fifteen journals, 
as lately stated in our columns, is after all not so insignificant as might 
be supposed at first sight. Five and twenty thousand subscribers mean 
48 many families. 
in Germany exceeds 75,000. Every fifth Jewish family, therefore, takes 
In a Jewish journat. Nor does it follow that the other four families 
remain without a supply of Jewish intelligence. Many of them, no doubt 
borrow the paper from the subscribing obliging neighbours. In other cases, 
two or more families subscribe for one and the same paper. And as there 
are in several congregations special communal rc z.ding-rooms, or places of public 
resort much patronised by Jews where Jewish periodicals are taken in, Jewish 
Lews is obtainable without the necessity of subecribing to a Jewish newrpaper. 
This circulation does not speak badly for the interest taken by the German Jews 


‘classes mentioned cannot be so very numerous among them. 


Now, we doubt whether the number of Jewish families 


in matters concerning their race, especially when it is considered that it is hardly 
more than forty years since the first Jewish weekly made its appearance. So 
humerous a progeny as fifteen within a period of less than two generations, in 
the first place, shows that the desire for intercommunion has greatly increased 
among the Jews ; and, secondly, that there exist among tlem different mental 
directions marked strongly enoughin their characteristics, to require different organs 
for their representation, Both these traits are most creditable to them. The 
existence of a lively interest in each other, the desire of intercommunion and the 
necessity felt for a public discussion of public needs, for persuading and 
deterring, praising and censuring, advising and warning, are all indications of a 
high intelligence, of a warm affection and strong ties of fellowship. The bigot, 
the boor and indifferentist, feel no such want. The bigot dreads discussion, as 
the owl shuns the sun-light. He may not always be a pessimist, but he is always 
haunted by the fear that worse may yet come. He is anxious to stave off the 
evil day. Ie is, therefore, the inveterate enemy of the news-sheet, which, even 
if conservative, cannot always shut its eyes to crying evils. Ile only tolerates 
the newspaper when he can no longer keep it out. The boor is too stupid for 
any intellectual or spiritual interest. His wants are purely physical, and these 
the news-sheet does not satisfy. It neither fills his hungry stomach, nor does it 
warm him in the winter's cold. The indifferentist agrees with the bigot, but for 
opposite reasons. In their case extremes meet. He does not care sufliciently 
for any communal interests to be troubled with a paper representing them. If. 
birth has made him a Jew, he is only a Jew nominally. It is not worth the 
trouble to sever his connection with the community by any overt act. Nothing 
is to be gained by such a step. His lineage does not incommode him. It is 
not in his way. But he does not want to be reminded of it; and this the Jewish 
newspaper does. So it must be kept at arm’s length. That there are 25,000 
Jewish families subscribing to Jewish papers, shows that after all the three 
This is certainly 
gratifying. Nor is the existence of so many different directions of thought, as 
would be indicated by the existence of fifteen organs, a very regrettable 
circumstance, Where there is earnestness, independence of thought and feeling, 
volition must neceesarily be proportionately intense, and will dig for itself a 
channel which it will fill, and in which there can be no room for any other. 
Each volition will flow in a chaanel of its own. There will be as many channels 


as there are volitions not homogeneous enough to mix and flow in onestream. But 


this activity betokens life. Where there exists no difference of opinion, it will, 
instead of fertilising the ground, quickening all movements, and bringing on 
progress and improvement, form a morass, exhaling pestilence, and poisoning 
everything around. Rotteness within and without will be the result. A whole- 
some and honest difference of opinion is, therefore, infinitely preferable to a 
languid, stupifying unanimity. In politics, the wholesome nature of dificrei.ces 
of opiuion is acknowledged by every thinker. A parliament composed exclu- 
sively of liberals without a conservative ingredient, or of conservatives without 
a liberal constituent, would certainly not be conducive to the welfare of the 
country. Why should it not be the same in religion? Of course, there must be 
limits to the differences. Should these differences extend to objects and principles 
instead of simply affecting the several methods for accomplishing the former and 
assigning to the latter their proper place, there would, certainly, be no common 
cround for the differing parties to stand upon. Not only would there be no room 
for co-operation, but not even a compromise would be possible. Dut not all 
diflerences are so antagonistic. Most of them, after running parallel .for a 
while, after the necessary sifting and discussion, at last begin to converge, and 
ultimately join and coincide. Difference of opinion, therefore, is not the greatest 
of evils. And if we except the few German Jewish journals which represent 
extreme, absolutely irreconcileable opinions, all others represents directions 
which may ultimately meet. 


DEATH OF Mr. LEVIN LEE.—The death of Mr. Levin Lee, brother-in-law of the 
Rev. A. L. Green, took place onthe 5rd inst. Mr. Lee is to be remembered as one of 
the founders of the North London Synagogue. , It is an unquestionable fact that he, 
in connection with his brother-in-law and the late Mr. Harris (formerly of Truro) did 
effect the establishment of this growing synagogue. He was the hon. secretary of the 
Committee formed to establish the Synagogue, and he displayed much zeal and 
energy in furthering its interests in the early days of its history, | Much of the success 
at present attending the synagogue is eminently due to the impetus given at the 
onset by a man who was singularly earnest in whatever he undertook. Unfortu- 
nately, differences of opinion tended to create a severance between Mr. Lee and his 
colleagues—much to be regretted—but we are certain that none will forget the man 

' who gave heart and soul to the good work at its inception, and which remaius to 
attest his praise, 

DEATH OF Mr. MicuAgrt Henry.—On Tuesday last there passed away in 
Michael Henry a gentle and upright spirit. Mr. Henry bore a name—that of his 
nephew, once editor of this journal—which is held in grateful menwry by English- 
speaking Jews ; and though he himself never took an active part in communal life, 
he was a liberal contributor to Jewish charitable institutions, and ever ready to 


respond generously to the claims of private distress upon his sympathy and assist- — 


ance, He was, in no sense, a public man ; but the high integrity which uniformly 
marked his business life won for him a respect that was both general and sincere, 
and reflected honeur upon the Jewish people at large in its commercial aspect. But 
not only to his probity as a merchant, but also to the justice and the truthfulness 
that distinguished him in his private relations, he owed the affection with which he 
was regarded, All who knew him became his friends, whose friendship grew irre- 
sistibly out of admiration for his sterling excellencies of character. He outlived, 
however, most of his earlier acquaintances, for he was permitted to attain the ripe 
age of eighty-five. His end was peaceful as his life was, “ Thus God giveth His 
Beloved sleep ! "—J.

DR. H. ADLER’S REJOINDER TO PROF. GOLDWIN SMITH.

Unsiversat ALLIANCE.—The June monthly meeting of the 
Central Committee was held on the 17th ult. From the report presented 
it appears that all the committees of the Alliance as well as the. Anglo- 
Jewish Association, and the Alliance of Vienna have expressed their adhesion to 
the memorial presented by the Alliance to the Congress in the interest of the 
Eastern Jews. In addition to Dr. Newman, President of the Berlin Branch of 
the Alliance, and Dr, Crystallar, President of the Roumanian Committee, Baron 
Bleichroder has greatly exerted himself on behalf of the Eastern Jews. The 


‘memorial presented to the Congress bore a very large number of signatures of 


coreligionists:all over Europe. We single out afewofthem. M. Crémieux, 
Chief Rabbi Isidor, Count A. de Camondo, J. Derenburg, Baron M. de Hirsch, 
Jules Oppert, William Seligmann, Chief Rabbi. Astruc, Chief. Rabbi Diinner of 
Amsterdam, Chief Rabbi Wolf of Copenhagen, Horatio L. Micholls, delegate of 
the West London Synagogue to the Conference of 1877. A translation of the 
memorial has lately been published in these columns. Roumania.—The case of 
Cimara and his wife has not yet been brought before the jury of Dorohoi. The 
legal. proceedings are taking their course. At Batushan a banquet was given in 
honour of the Prince. A subscription was opened for the purpose, and the Jews 
invited to contribute. They subscribed a handsome sum. When the banquet took 
place the Jews were excluded, - Three of them nevertheless went there. But not 
only were they not admitted, but even ill used. Turkey.—One thousand Jewish 
refugees from tustchuk, who were at Shumla, were assisted by the Alliance to 
return to their homes. This measure became necessary in consequence of an 
epidemic which broke out at Shumla. On their arrival they were well received 
by the Turks, took possession of their houses, and those whose houses had been 
destroyed were hospitably entertained by the Turks, For the present they will 
still have tobe aided by the Alliance. Eighty-nine refugees from Sofia, who 
were at Salonica, have been assisted to return to their homes. Daron de Hirsch 
has contributed 450 pounds (Turkish) towards the expenses. Three hundred and 
fifty refugees from Carlowa, now at Phillippopclis, who languish there in the 
greatest misery, have petitioned the authorities for a small quantity of grain to 
save them from starvation. Not only were they refused, but they were even 
advised to go to Turkey, as they had nothing to expect from the Bulgarians. 
The difficulty of sending back the Jewish fugitives to their homes in Bulgaria 
has not yet been overcome. The Bulgarians treat so cruelly those Jews who 
have not fled, and the authorities are so indifferent to the complaints made to 
them, that these Jews have applied to the Alliance for funds in order to be able 
to emigrate. A deputation from the Jews of Salonica waited upon Mr. Hayward 

American Minister to the Porte, who happened to visit Salonica, to thank his 
government for the protection which it has granted the Eastern Jews, notably 

for the steps taken by him last yearin their favour, Telegram from Berlin, J une 
26.—“ Great Success.” The Congress proclaimed yesterday the equality of all 
cults in New Bulgaria. We hope that the same decision will also be given for 


Servia and Roumania (signed) Kann, Netter, Venezcani.” 
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THE JEWS IN RUSSIA AND ROUMANIA. 


In the German St. Petershurger Zeitung—a journal by no means favourable 
to our coreligionists—of the 14-26th of June we find a letter from Odessa, and 
which, amongst other matters, touches upon the Jewish element of the popula- 
tion of that city. Pointing out that the agriculturists are more and more eman- 
cipating themselves from employing manual labour in the tilling of the soil, and 
substituting agricultural machines for human labour, the writer mentions that 
most of the great landed proprietors are abandoning the habit of themselves. 
cultivating the soil, and have recourse to the parcelling out of their estates to 
small farmers, and try to get along from hand to mouth in view of the insuffi- 
ciency of existing credit. The writer then continues: “ That from this action a 
still further decline of our agriculture must ensue, is beyond doubt, for farmers 
in this country never raise agricultural cultivation. Yetif we have, neverthe- 
less, been able, since the opening of navigation, to ship about three million 
tchetwert—mostly wheat—it is to the greatest extent due to the ant-like activity 
of the Jewish population ; and whatever may be said against the Jews, it yet 
remains a fact that without Jews we should have been far from becoming what 
we are.” 

The same paper contains in the same number a letter from “A Jewish 
Mother,” in reference to the harsh measures adopted by the Russian Government 
with reference to the universal military obligations of Jews. That law enacts 
that wherever Jews withdraw themselves from military service, the Jews of the 
first class, who have been freed from military service, shou!d be enrolled. The 
“ Jewish Mother” points out—and we think with justice—that if the State were 
not only to impose equal military obligations upon its Jewish population, but 
would give them also equal rights with Christians, Jews would be as patriotic 
as their Christian fellow-subjects. But even tho most intelligent Jew knows 
upon entering the service that he can never aspire to any higher position than 
that of a private in the army if ever so well qualified far it by his deserts in the 
fulfilment of his duties and his superior ability. Care is taken of the spiritual 
welfare of the Christian soldier, but not of that of the Jewish man. Yet the 
authorities will be ready to admit that the Jew does, as a soldier, his duty as con- 
scientiously as the Christian. x 

We could go a step further than the “ Jewish Mother” who wrote this letter, 
and we may justly maintain that no government can expect Jews to be ready to 
lay down their lives for their country unless the country grants them the same 
civil privileges and liberties which are enjoyed by their Christian fellow-citizens, 
Give them equal rights upon all questions, and they will be ever ready to perform 
the same duties as the other citizens. We have only to point to France, and now 


_alsotoGermany. In both countries the disabilities of the Jews have disappeared, 


and Jews have proved .themselves capable of filling any post in the civil and 
military administration, and they enjoy everywhere. the confidence of their 
superiors. 

: But surely what inducement has a Jew to sacrifice his blood upon the altar 
of his adepted country, if he is treated in a hostile manner by those around him, 
and even by the authorities. Not only in Russia, but in other similar semi-bar- 
baric states, the most simple rights are withheld from him. Thus, the other day, 
the following occurrence was reported, in the New Free Press, from Roumania : 
A Jew, a native of Bakau, who had served for eight years in the Roumanian 
army, who had advanced to the grade of Serjeant-Major—for Jews can be non- 
commissionéd officers—and who had taken part iv the recent campaign and nearly 
succumbed to typhoid fever, wished to secure a small capital which he bad saved 
with great pains by investing it as a hypothec upon a house. He considered 
bis money safe since Jews had been permitted to buy houses last year. How- 
ever, the owner of the house did not pay his debts, and his property was put up 
for eale. The creditor can, according to the Roumanian law, make the first bid, 
and continue bidding. But when the sale came off the above-mentioned Serjeant- 
Major was prohibited from participating in the bidding because he was “a Jew 
and thus a foreigner.” Ile telegraphed to the Minister of Justice and asked for 
immediate assistance. No reply was the answer, and the poor man, with wile 
and child, and who is, moreover, incapacitated for work on account of his fatigues 


during the war, is thus robbed of his few savings. How does Professor Goldwin 
Smith like the picture ?” 


The Quarterly Statement of the Committee of the Palestine Exploration 
lund, published in April last, is of considerable interest, but we can only 
find room this week for a notice of its principal contents. Mrs. Finn, widow 
of the late Mr. Finn, for many years H.M.’s Consul at Jerusalem, writes 
to deny the statement of some travellers who maintained that roses were 
not to be found in Palestine. She declares that roses thrive there well, and that 
she has repeatedly seenthem. The Hebrew, paw nv, therefore, may very 
well mean the rose of Sharon, and not the lily of Sharon, as some translators 
render it. Lieutenant Kitchener believes he has discovered the exact site of the 
tomb of the Maccabees at Modin, now called El-Medyeh. It is on a hill on the 
south side of this village. But we were most interested by a paper from the 
pen of the American explorer, the Rev. Selah Merrill, on the Biblical Succoth 
and Penuel. The sites of both these ancient cities he places on the cast side of 
Jordan, the latter near the brook Yabbok, an affluent of Jordan, situate on the 
high road from the desert to the fords of Jordan, the only practicable road for 
such hosts as “the sons of the East,” and thé Midianites when invading the 
country of the children of Israel. Succoth was situated amidst luxurious pasture 
grounds, and therefore was much frequented by the Bedouins, sure always to 
find there food for their herds and flocks, and water in the nighbouring brook. 
The patriarch Jacob when. returning from Mesopotamia, possessing much small 
and large cattle, halted at Succoth, on account of its abundant pasturage. 


_ Penuel, not far distant, was a fortress or a watchtower, erected there for the 


purpose of arresting the raids of the Redouins. This fortress or tower is referred 
to by Gideon when he threatens the inhabitants for treating him so inhospitably, 
with pulling down their tower, The reason why the populations of these two cities 
refused him and his host all provisions while pursuing the fugitive Midianites 
and the children of the East, the reverend explorer thinks was their dread of the 
revenge of the invaders should they not be quite annhilated by the conqueror 
(Judges viii. 5-17). This certainly sounds very plausible, especially when 
we bear in mind the terms in which aid was refused Gideon by these 
cities, “‘And the princes of Succoth said, Are the hands of Zebah and 
Zalmuna now in thine hand, that we should give bread unto thine armies ?”’

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JUDAISM IN ITS RELATION TO MANKIND—III.

In regard to the moot point of _proselytism it is dogmatically asserted—as if 
the statement was irrefutable—that Judaism is essentially a religion of isolation. 
jt must be tribal, because it starts, a/) initio, with a deep-rooted dislike of, or, to 
say the least, an indifference to conversion, and this at once proves its flarrant 
unconcern for the happiness of mankind. It has been asked, again and again 
and is now asked, by a voluminous writer in the Nineteenth Century, “ Why is it 
(Judaism) as a matter of fact, confined to the tribe, and why do not its professors, 
like other people who believe themselves to be in possession of universal truth, 


seek to propagate their faith and convert the world.” To all this ingenuous 


plundering—and I can think of no better qualification—the Jew—I mean, of 
course, the educated Jew—can give a ready solution ; first, from a Jewish, 
then from a Christian point of view. From an historical point of view, it is a 

atent fact that Judaism from the first was a missionary religion, and it has ever 

nso considered by “hard-shelled Jews—I don’t object, you see, to the 
term. Judaism is certainly not a proselytizing religion in an Exeter Hall sense. 

It has no paid agents. It offers no money premiums to apostacy. It does not 
fish for souls with a golden hook, nor with the fat bait of church preferments. 
It does not make a stagey exhibition of a few pampered and hireling perverts at 
the cost of hundreds of pounds per head—I cannot say per sounl—and leave its 
own poor to the godless training of the gutter. Judaism, by God's decree, was 
to govern the world by the grandeur of its teaching, and all who have eyes to 
see may witness its gradual diffusion al! over the world. This process of con- 
version, the outcoine of Jndaism, may be very slow, but it is very sure, and 
naturally so, Judaism appeals to the higher reason of man. It is a philosophy 
as well asacreed. It minimises the subjectivity of faith, while it enlarges the 
radius of belief. 

An adherent to Judaism can believe much, because his faith is not in anta- 
gonism with reason, and is not challenged by unnecessary and supplementary 
mysteries. And justin proportion as the intelligence of the world increases, so 
ittakes up more and more of Jewish dogma, and when Christianity—1 mean 
ethical Christianity—shall throw off all its mythic accretion—incorporated, no 
doubt, from the first merely with the object of adapting itself, as the Pauline 
writings attest, to the superstitions of a former age—then the residuum will be 
pure Judaism. “The Christian world,” says Maimonides in Helchath Melachim, 
“is doing for Judaism what, owing to its exceptional position, it could not do 
for itself. Wherever Christianity reaches it subserves Judaism.” Take away 
from Christianity its Judaic influence—its primary doctrine of a Messianic age 
—what remains? Let the world read Lempriere, and the answeris clear. Jews 
feel that Judaism can well afford to abide its time for the world’s conversion. 
There is no fear of its being superseded. 

Now, Judaism, I repeat, is of itself eminently missionary. And have I 

roved too much in my estimate of our faith 2? What says Holy Writ? “ And 
in thee shall all the families of the earth be blessed,” was the Divine promise to 
’ Abrabam, a promise still more fully expressed to Jacob, “ And thou shalt spread 
abroad to the West and to the East, and to the North and to the South, and in 
thee and in thy seed shall all the families of the earth be blessed.” According 
to the Taimud, both Abraham and Sarah actively converted all who came 
within their influence—to use the very words of the Talmud; they made souls 
in their peregrination in Haran. Abraham converted the men and Sarah the 
women. The key-note of the Prophets was the enunciation of the conversion of 
the nations of the world to Judaism. And can Judaism, indeed, give greater 
proof of its catholicity in this respect than it does in the fact that the Messiah, 
whose Advent is to crown the reign of peace, and who is to gather all men into 
one fraternal fold, is to be the lineal descendant of Ruth, a proselyte to Judaism. 
Nor must it be forgotten that Matthew, as the record goes, traces the genealogy 
of the teacher of Nazareth to the still further double descent from proselytes by 
making Boaz the husband of Ruth, the son of Rachab. And according to Gill, 
Elsley, and others, this Rachab was the veritable Innkeeper of Jericho, who 
became, as the Talmud states, the wife of Joshua, 

It is asserted in the Talmud, Megillah xiv. b., that no less than eight prophets 
and one prophetees were descendants of prosclytes. The greatest of Israel's 
sages, and among them Onkelos, Akibah, Shemai and Abtalleon, were either pro- 
selytes or the descendants of proselytes. Josephus mentions with great satisfaction 
that many Greeks and Orientals, and among them Royal personages had changed 
to the Jewish religion. Tie Roman historians complain that Judaism found ad- 
herents on all sides, Horace (lib. 1, Sat. 4) threatens: 

“W'ell force you like the proselytising Jew, 
To be like us,”’ - 
Kuenen (Religion of Israel, vol. iii., fol. 166) tells us on the authority of 
Mommsen (Rim. Gescli. 11, 429): “The community at Rome, too, is a very old 
one. As early as the year 139 b.c., the Jews were driven out of Rome and Ituly 
because they lrad admitted Italian proselytes to the keeping of the Sabbath.” 
The Golden-Mouthed (Chrysostom) found it necessary to preach violently against 
the active proselytising character of the Jews of that time, to whom converts 
came in continually increasing numbers. Nothing, indeed, can be more at 
variance with history than the assertion that we Jews are by prescription a non- 
prose‘ytising people. ‘The Bible, the Talmud and the Midrash distinctly assert 
and prove the contrary.. The Bible is open to all, and every line proclaims the 
fact that the world is to be—I believe, is being—converted to Judaic doctrine. 
The Talmud Babli, Pesachim 87 b, makes this statement: “Rabbi Eleazer says, 
why was Israel carried captive among all the nations of the earth ? to the end that 
Jews might convert the world.” The Jerushalmi Pesachim is equally emphatic : 
“The Supreme planted Israel in their exile as seed among the natior.s”"—this 
emall measure of seed scattered abroad in various lands, will produce in time a 
rich harvest of proselytes; and this, says the Talmud, is the meaning of the text 
in Hosea ii. 23: “And 1 will sow her unto me inthe earth: and I will have 
mercy upon her that had not obtained mercy: and I will say unto them which 
Gon not My people, thou art My people: and they shall say, Thou art my 

_. The Midrash Aba Gorian tella us: The Mes- 
Blah was born on the very day when the Temple was destroyed, é.e¢., with the 
dispersion of the Jews, Judaism was carried among all nations to teach the 
Messianic message. Why was the Decalogue given in the wilderness and not 
in Judea, asks the Midrash: because, like the wilderness, free to all, so Judaism 
should be open to all men, and not merely limited to Jews alone. The 
Decalogue, according to the imagery of the Midrash, was given in seventy 


anguages—seventy being a conventional number—that it might be understood | 


by every nation and by all tongues. Why is Judaism worthy of being perpetu- 


_ ated, asks the same authority; because, as the religion of the future, it is to — 


convert all men to its teaching, and, therefore, it must survive all persecution. 
The Messianic age may be delayed by the sins of men and hastened by their 
virtues, but the advent is certain ; and a// men will acknowledge—in the fulness 
of time and as prophesied—the one God, the Universal Father. 

_ Judaism not only received proselytes, but gave the:, if they so merited the 
distinction, the highest positions in the state. The proselyte is recommended, 
says the Talmud, by no less than forty-six injunctions of the Law. He is, if 
learned, placed on a par with the High Priest, and even before him if more 
learned, He who deals unjustly towards a proselyte is to be morally condemned 
as blaspheming Israel's God (see Chagigah v. Baba Meziah xxvi. ; Horeat xlviii). 
And s9 tenderly were we to treat proselytes that we were admonished against 
speaking ill of the stem-nationality of a descendant of a proselyte, in his presence, 
even after the lapse of the tenth generation. K's 
(see Sanhedrin, &c.) 

It was only in the last century that a proselyte, Isaac ben Abraham Grahn- 
bohm (13 prs), author of several rabbinical works, was (Rabbiaical 
Assessor) in Amsterdam. Even theChristian Scriptures (Matthew xxiii. 15) point 
to the abnormal activity of Jews in making proselytes, and to the success of their 
endeayours to invest such proselyte with a due zeal for the religion he assumed. 
‘“ Woe unto you scribes and pharisees, hypocrites (?) for ye compass sea and land 
to make one proselyte, &c.” I may here refer you, med with advantage, to an 
article by Professor Newman in the current number of Fraser's Magazine, “On 
Jewish proselytism before the war of Titus.” 

What is and ever was abhorrent ‘to Judaism, is the cant, the pretence, the 
hypocrisy that was and is 80 frequently brought into play and tolerated under 
the cover of conversion (see Jebamoth xxiv. AYN). Judaism justly repro- 
bates the revolting idea of making religion so elastic as to render it subvervient 
to all the conveniences of life. When once, however, Jews are assured of ear- 
nestness of purpose and of the intelligence of the neophyte and the purity of his 
motive, it receives him with open arms, and like Jeremiah, Huldah, Akibah, 
Onkelos and Izates, he may even sit in the seat of Moses. Ladies and gentlemen, 
you may say that I am placing before you some new doctrine in regard 
to “Judaic Influence” in the direction of proselytism. You have heard 
so much from time to time against what I advance, that you naturally 
think that IT am exaggerating. Not so. ‘The views I have propounded 
are as old as the hills, -but it has not always been convenient or possible 
for Jews to state, with anything like fulness of detail, their own doctrines 
to the world. As late as the first quarter of the last century the penalty 
for conversion to Judaism was death. Zunz (Sterbtage f. 15) tells us “Den 3 
Juni, 1728, verbrante das Gesetz in Lemberg den Chajim Reiseles, weil er einen 
Christen zam Judenthum bekekrt.” (Oo the 3rd of June, 1728, Chajim Reiseles 
was convicted and burnt to death for having converted a Christian to Jadaism). 
According to Auerbach this case was still more atrocious. The two brothers 
Chajim and Jehoschua Reizim (2) were drawn and quartered, and their remains 
then burnt and not, as stated by Zunz, for the alleged attempted conversion of a 
Christian to Judaism, but for persuading a renegade Jew to return to the reli- 
gion of his fathers, and even this charge was altogether a trumped up affair. 
See Auerbach Geschichte [sraelitischen Gemeinde Halberstadt, 1863.8. 53. 

I have, advisedly, left unnoticed the more familiar instances of converts to 
Judaism, which come either under the Romance of History such as the conver- 
sion of Helena of Diabene.Monabaz and Izates, or which are regarded as exag- 
gerated such as the kingdom of the Khosars. Seethe splendid monogragh of 
Zedner on the celebrated letter of “ R. Chisdai [ben lizchak aus cinem Schreiben 
an den Kénig der Khosaren” (Auswahl historische Stiicke. Berlin, 1840), and 
see also the more recent work ** Die Juden und die Slawischen Sprachen von 
Harkavy, Wilna, 1867.” 1 have cited chiefly uncontested instances of conver- 
sions, some of which carried with them a deatli-penalty. 

When a Jew in more recent tines quoted the fact that his religion was a 
missionary faith, and that it had drawn within its pale some of the greatest 
minds in the olden world, society turned immediately upon the Jew and wrath- 
fully abused him for his temerity, or it twitted him with national vanity—for 
claiming eminent converts ; and when the Jew from sheer necessity, as I intend 
showing and proving too, discountenanced the reception of proselytes, their 
Oxford professors—absolutely ignorant of the very A.B.C. of Judaism, and it is 
no use mincing the matter by any circumlocution of fine: words—abuse Jews, 
and, in proof of their alleged indifference to the happiness of the world, tell 
them—as one recently told Dr. Adler—that they put themselves out of court 
because they do not actively proselytise, The wolf and the lamb in the fable, 
mnust suggest itself to your minds. Anyhow, be assured that Judaism is to all 


intents and purposes a: proselytising religion, and that proselytism is the very 


raison d'étre of its survival. Well, you may reasonably ask, if this be so, how 
is it that Judaism Aas not been in the past, and is not now, more active in 
missionary labours? Is there not a show of truth in the charge that we, as a 
nation, are proudly indifferent to results, and that we do leave too much to 
Providence and the gravitating power of Judaism itself. I propose, in response 
to your supposed allegation, to deal with this chapter of our past and present 
history—by no means the happiest for our fathers: nor, on \tae other hand, 
very creditable to the world—and by the light which the history of Christendom, 
especially, sheds on this vexed question, 1 will show why we did not favour 
immediate conversion in the past, and why, in the present, we are still indisposed 
to adopt the advice of those who pretend that they would jnstify a Jewieh

LIVERPOOL.—We have received the second annual report of the Liverpool Jewish 
Board of Guardians. The number of cases relieved show a slight diminution (142 
against 164 last year), while the amount expended in relief is greater ( — 
2s, 5d. against £341 12s, 5d.) ; the average given to each case being about £3 Is, lld, 
“The increase is due to the large number of cases of serious distress with which the 
Board has had to deal, distress of which wife-desertion has been one of the chief 
causes.” The efforts made by the Board to extend the area of occupation for Jewish 
youths by apprenticeships has not been attended with success, owing to the reluct- 
ance of parents to avail themselves of the assistance of the Board in this most bene- 
ficial direction. Among the relief granted by the Board was an amount of £27— 


expended in supplying 4os/er food to the J ewish inmates of the local hospitals, The. 


total income of the Board was £530 %s, 6d., and the expenditure £609 Os, 2d. 
(including £47 10s. granted in loans). There has, therefore, been a deficiency, and 
in the report an earnest appeal is made for increased contributions. It is eft d 
adequate support that the Board can fulfil its important and useful work in the dis- 
criminate yet adequate relief of the poor.

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DR. HERMANN ADLER’S REJOINDER TO PROF, 
GOLDWIN SMITH. | 

The following is the continuation of the Rev. Dr. Hermann Adler's admir- 


able article “ Jews and Judaism ; a Rejoinder,” in the current number of Lhe 


Nineteenth Century. 

The ritual ordinances of the Bible were, as was said before, primarily in- 
tended for the Jewish race. But the sublime religious and moral principles 
which the Book enunciates are applicable to the whole of mankind, and have 
beyond a doubt become, by their having formed the foundation of Cliristianity 
avd Islam, the great dynamic agente in civilization. Ask the youngest Jewish 
child what the leading principle of Judaism is, and he will tell you ‘The Lord 
our God he is one Lord. And thou shalt love the Lord thy God with all thy 
heart, and with all thy soul, and with all thy might.” Ask the most profound 
theologian,, and though he would clothe this belief in more learned words, yet 
higher he would not be enabled to go. He would tell you that the fundamental 
principle of Judaism is the belief in One Infinite and Eternal Being, whose spirit 
fille all time and epace, never embodied, but made manifest to man in the glory 
of the creation, realised to him through His moral attributes, a God of Righteons- 
ness and Holiness, whom by righteousness and holiness alone he can serve. 

Mr. Goldwin Smith agrees that the Hebrews acknowledged only one God, 
but he aeserts that this belief was not in the proper sense monotheistic, since it 
recognised the existence of other gods for foreign nations, though the gods of 
the other nations were conceived to be infinitely inferior in power and holiness 
to the Godof the Jews. Is there a shadow of support for such a strange mis- 
conception? True, other gods are spoken of in the Bible, even as we speak of 
fetish of the Papuan asa god. Now and again the Israelites were allured by 
the example of the nations around them to relapse into idol-worship. But does 
this imply that the teachers of Israel, the heaven-inspired writers of the Bible, 
accorded any recognition to those ilols as deities, however inferior, in the 
hierarchy of heaven? Surely one text from Scripture may be regarded as de- 
cisive on this point. “ For all the gods of the nations are as Liil/im, vanities,

‘nonentities, but the Lord made the heavens.” Other nations also had seme dim 


conception of divine worship, but as a rule this assumed the form of propitiation 
of divine wrath. Even Aristotle declared it as something absurd to speak of 
loving the gods. 

lt was the purpose of the Hebrew Scriptures to teach mankind that religion 
was pre-eminently a matter of the heart, that it must regulate our conduct and 
restrain our evil inclinations ; that it must shine forth in the purity and be reé- 
flected in the holiness of our lives. And since our Scriptures teach this, | may 
well elaim that Judaism contains within iteelf the germs of a universal religion. 
Ilas it fulfilled this claim? “Since the advent of Christianity,” says Mr. Smith, 


“the Ter Commandments have been superseded by the Two.” But let me ask, 


are the Jiro less distinctly taught in the Old Testament than the Zen? And is 
it a fact that the Zico have superseded the Ten? Would the rigid Christian 
be satisfied with such a supersession ? Surely the fourth and fifth command- 
ments are not included in the two commandments to love God and to love one’s 
neighbour, and happily those injunctions in the Decalogue are not yet abrogated 
by Christendom. 

It may be thought that I.am carried away by blind partisanship in claiming 
so much for Judaism, for there can be a Chauvinism in religion as well as ‘in 
politics. I will therefore let a non-Israelite writer, and one of no mean authority, 
speak on this point. Mr, Matthew Arnold, in his Liferature and Dogma, rightly 
insists that conduct or righteousness, which is the object of reliszion, is in a 


special manner the object of Bible religion. “ The word ‘righteousness’ is a myster-. 


word of the Old Testament.” What would England have been were it not for 
the importance which Jéshurun, the upright, attached to the thought and practice 
of righteousness? She might have been eminent in law, in arts and sciences 
borrowed from the Romans and the Greeks, but, like Rome and Greece, she 
would have been addicted to idolatry and the gratification of the senses, and 


-would have borne the doom of destruction within herself. Mr. Arnold draws a 


vivid imaginary picture of the authorities of one of our great Universities, the 
vice-chancellor, bedels, masters, scholars, and all, their very professor of moral 
mp os going in procession to worship at the shrine of Aphrodite. “ If. it 
ad not been,”’ he continues— | 
if it had not been for Israel, and the stern check which Israel put upon the glorifi- 
cation and divinisation of this natural bent of mankind. . . And as long as the world 
lasts all who want to make progress in righteousness will come to Israel for inspira- 
tion, as to the people who have had the sense for righteousness most glowing and 
strongest : and in hearing and reading the words Israel has uttered for us, carers 
for conduct will find a glow and a force they could find nowhere else. As well 
imagine aman with a sense for sculpture not cultivating it by the help of the 
remains of Greek art, or a man with a sense for poetry not cultivating it by the help 
of Homer or Shakespeare, as aman with a sense for conduct not cultivating it by 
the help of the Bible! This does truly constitute for Israel a most extraordinary 
distinction. .... “God hath given commandment to bless, and he hath blessed, 
and we cannot reverse it! He hath not seen iniquity in Jacob and he hath not seen 
perverseness in Israel; the Eternal, his God, is with him !"’ 
Now we might imagine that Professor Goldwin Smith, who stigmatises 
Judaism as being a tribal religion, as worshipping a tribal God, would differ in foto 
from the writer just quoted. No, he distinctly admits that Judaism. contains the 
elements of universality. For he speaks of the historic gratitude which is duo 
in unstinted measure to the Jews of Sion; he acknowledges that “to the Jews 
the world is indebted for religion,” and “ our debt to the Jew is the greatest of 
all.” But at the same time he claims that Christianity offers without tribal rite 
everything that is universal and permanent in the Sinaitic faith, and a good deal 
more. Now itis precisely to this “ good deal more” that we take exception. 
We remain attached to our ancient faith because we regard the Christian dogma 
of the Trinity as incomprehensible and inconsistent with God’s declaration of 
His Unity, because we bave unlimited belief in the unlimited mercy of our 
Creator, and cannot think that He requires anyone to help Him to exercise His 
great attribute of mercy, because we regard vicarious atonement inconsistent 
with both the Divine attributes of mercy and justice, and because we do not 
require to be saved from an everlasting perdition which does not exist. I rejoice 
to see, and every sincere Jew must rejoice to see, that this terrible doctrine of 
eternal punishment, which is an insult to the Deit , is being gradually abandoned 
by enlightened Churchmen. I am loth to introduce into this controversy auy 
attack upon Christianity. I would not treat with sentiments other than those of 
sympathy and respect the sincere and honest convictions of my fellow-citizens., 
Nor am I insensible to the great work Christianity has wrought in the world, 
- Ata time when blank Atheism and avowed Nihbilism are attacking the founda- 

tions of all revealed religion, it behoves believers in the Godhead to unite in 
repelling the common enemy, and not to be at feud with each other, But J 
cannot forbear from showing how the Professor has laid himself open to criticism 
in the assertions he makes. How can Christianity be said by him to proclaim a 


real Monotheism when the doctrine of Unity has been replaced by the belief | 


in the Trinity ? How can he declare that it proclaims the universal brotherhood 
of man when, in addition to many noble sayings, the counterpart of which, by 
the way, may be found in the Hebrew Scriptures and the Talmud, the founder 
of that faith likewise declared : “ Think not that 1 am come to send peace on 
earth: I come not to send peace, but a sword. For I am come to set a man 
at variance against his father, and the daughter against her mother, and the 
daughter-in-law against her mother-in law, and a man’s foes shall be they of hia 
own household ;” and when, in the words of a Christian writer, “ Christianity 
instead of a bond of union and goodwill has been made through the division of 
the Churches a source of disunion, hatred, war; it has been a more baneful 
source of these evils than the territorial and commercial antagonism of kings 
and nations?” How can he assert that Christian baptism supersedes and 
abolishes all stamps of tribal separation wnen the twenty-seventh article of 
religion of the Church lays down that baptiem is “a sign of profession and mark of 
difference whereby Christian can be discerned from others that be not christened ?” 
How can he claim that Christianity tanght the universal fatherhood of God, 
when we find it to be a fundamental doctrine that salvation is in store exclu- 
sively for those who believe in the Son begotten of the Father from everlast- 
ing? “ He that believeth in the Son hath everlasting life, and he that believeth 
not the Son shall not see life, but the wrath of God abideth on him.” Mr. 
Goldwin Smith, strangely enough, speaks only of “the persecution of Christia- 
nity by Jews,” a statement for which surely there is no warrant in post-apostolic 
times. It may be asserted that the Jews did not persecute, because they lacked 
the power to do so. This uncharitable imputation is refuted by the perfect civil 
and religious liberty which subsisted in the Jewish kingdoms of the Chazars 
referred to above. Supreme power was vested in a tribunal, which consisted of - 
fepresentatives of each of the denominations that dweit there—Christians, 
Mohammedans, and Bulgarian Pagans, as well as Jews. I will not embitter the 
controversy by referring in detail to the converse state of things, the persecution 
of Judaism by Christians. The nobler portion of mankind are beginning to 
recognise that the Jew has been more “ sinned against than sinning.’” And we 
will leave it to the enlightened of the present and the future to atone for the 
crime of eighteen centuries. Professor Schleiden, a non-Israelite, has just pnb- 
lished a treatise of intense interest, entitled Die Romantik des Miértyrwums lei 
den Juden im Mittelalter, and he says, after referring to the pages of history 
stained with the blood of Jewish martyrs, Sollte man sich nicht fast schiimen 
ein Christ zu heissen? And Canon Farrar, in a recent article, “ Christians in 
the Talmud,” laments the mutual uncharity brought about 
By the torture prelong’d from age to age, 
the infamy, Israel's heritage : 
Ly the Ghetto’s placue, by the garb’s disgrace, 
hy the badge of shame, by the felon’s place ; 
Liy the branding tool, the bloody whip, 
And the summons to Christian fellowship! 
And even apart from wrongs suffered by our people, when we call to mind tho 
massacre of the Albigenses, the Revocation of the Edict of Nantes, the statute 
De heretico comburendo, and the persecutions practised by the Reformed 
Church, may we not inquire how a professor of history can state in such un- 
qualilied terms that Christianity: marks the close of tribalism and the advent of 
humanity ? 

It is with unfeigned diflidence that I contest the truth of any of Mr. Gold- 
win Smith’s historical statements. Yet I cannot pass unehallenged his assertion 
that the Jews were banished from this country in consequence of ‘the people 
having found the oppression of their usurers intolerable. Doubtless any bor- 
rower, cven on easy terms, would gladly hear that his creditor had been sent to 
some place where repayment could not be enforced. But a study of the chroni- 
clers of the century wiill, I think, show that religious fanaticism was the primary 
cause of the expatriation of the Jews, which Mr. Green, the author of the 
“History of the English People,” justly stigmatises as a crime. Florence of 
Worcester, and several Hebrew chroniclers, state that a Dominican friar, Robert 
de Redingge, an eloquent preacher and a fair Hebrew scholar, was entrusted with 
the task of converting the Jews. Howbeit, instead of converting them, he 
himself in his intercourse with them was convinced of the truth of Judaism, and 
became a proselyte. The Dominican monks were furiously incensed by the . 
disgrace which attached to their order in consequence of this conversion. They 
gained the bigoted Queen-Mother Eleanor over to their side, and she at last pre- 
vailed upon the King to issue the cruel edict of expulsion. It is not denied that 
some of the Hebrews were guilty of usurious and other unlawful practices. And 
no wonder, seeing that they were forced to pay exorbitant sums for every com- 
mon right of mankind ; and, after paying for it, did not even getit. “In 
Egypt,” says Tovey, in his Anglia Judaica, “ the forefathers of this miserable 
people were only called upon to make brick ; but nothing less than making gold 
seems to have been expected from the Jews in England.” His observation on 
the effect of their banishment upon the country is highly instructive :— 

I must beg leave to remark that from the strictest observations of history I could 
never find that the nation received the least advantage from the fore-mentioned 
banishment. Errors both in faith and practice seem to have: been as frequent 
amongst Christians in succeeding generations as they were before ; and the several 
statutes made to prevent usury after the Jews left the kingdom prove it to be a crime 
no ways peculiar to those of the circumcision, - : 


Universtry Cottece.— The Jubilee of University College, Gower Street, was 
celebrated on Tuesday, when Earl Granville laid the foundation-stone of a new 
wing, being part of a great extension of the College buildings. At the luncheon 
held after the ceremony, allusion was made to the perfect equality enjoyed by 
all students in regard to their religious belief ; Jews, Christians and Parsees 
having been equally welcomed within its walls.

Association—the last before the recess—was held at the Westminster Jews’ 
Free school ; Sir JuLtAN Go.psmip, Bart., M.P., in the chair. The other members 

resent were : the Revs. A. L. Green, A. Liwy and Prof. D. W. Marks; Dr, 
Maurice Davis; Messre. J. Bergtheil, L. M. Bergtheil, H. H. Collins, Elim 
p’Avigdor, Charles Davis, Israel Davis, Barrow Emanuel, E. J. Emanuel r. 
Falk, F a; aie A. G. Henriques, Leonard A. Montefiore, I. Seligman, pat 
Sidney Wool. 

M. Daninos, Vice-President of the Committee of the Alliance Israelite at 
Tunis (who bas been specially delegated by that body to obtain funds towards 


the building expences of the recently inaugurated school at Tunis) was also 
present at the meeting. 


| ELECTIONS. 

The meeting proceeded to the election of honorary officers for the ensuing 
ear. The following were re-clected: President, Baron Henry de Worms: 
ice-Presidents, the Right Hon. the Master of the Rolls, Dr. A. Benisch, Sir 

Barrow H. Ellis, K.C.S.1., Sir Julian Goldemid, Bart., M.P., Mr. Alfred G. Ilen- 
riques, Mr. Saul Isaac, M.P., Mr. F. D. Mocatta, Mr. R. D. Sassoon, Mr, L. 
Schloss, Mr, Serjeant Simon, M.P. ; Treasurer, Mr. Ellis A. Franklin. 

A lengthened discussion ensued on a proposition of Mr. H. H. Collins, that the 

number of the Executive Committee should be reduced to 10. Mr. Collins in the 


course of his observations said that he could not lock upon the progress of the - 


Aseociation as satisfactory, seeing that the emount contributed by subscribers 
in the metropolis was less than the contributions from the branches. 

The CHAIRMAN In replying to Mr. Collins’ remarks said there never was a 
moment when the members of the Association had so much reason to be proud 
of its work, its progress, vitality and practical usefulnees as the present. One of 
the most gratifying features of the Association was tho fact that its members 
were not confined to the Jews of London, but were resident in all parts of the 
country. The amount subscribed by the London members was a creditable sum. 
He differed entirely from the gloomy views expressed by Mr. Collins. 

It was resolved to re-clect the members of the Executive Committee with 
the addition of Messrs. H. H. Collins, Israel Davis, and Elim D’Avigdor. 

TUNIS JEWISH SCHOOLS, 

M. Dantxos (Vice-President of the Tunis Committee of the Alliance Israe- 
lite), having been introduced by the Chairman, addressed the meeting in French to 
the following effect: 1 am happy to have the honour of finding myself amongst 
you, at a moment when great events have just been achieved in favour of our 
brethren in the East. Thanks to your great solicitude and devotion to the sacred 
cause of Judaism, you have enabled them to throw off the yoke of despotism and 
oppression. Before acquainting you with the object of my mission amongst you, 
allow me to express to you, in the name of our coreligionists in Tunis, and of 
the Regional Committee of the Alliance, which I have the honour of representing 
here, our liveliest acknowledgments and our intense admiration for the heroic 
defence you sustained in the midst of the Congress on behalf of our oppressed 
coreligionists. (Applause). Our hearts await with impatience the recompense of 
your efforts and your indefatigable labours, your activity, your devotion, and 
your ardour. Great was our joy also when we learnt that in concert with the 
‘ Alliance Israelite Universelle, you had obtained from the great humanitarian 
Council the emancipation of our brethren in the East, especially those of Rou- 
mavia, Who have suffered so much, by having guaranteed to them civil and 
political rights, the right of owning property, liberty of worship, liberty of settle- 
ment and of trades. Noble mission as yours is, it has just proclaimed the 
resurrection of Israel. (Applause). Judaism is deeply indebted to you for this 
great event ; it may also inscribe it in one of the pages of its history in letters 
of gold, that you have deserved well of the country. Before terminating that 
which my heart desires to express to you, permit me to pay a debt of gratitude 
to the two great sister nations England and France, and to their worthy repre- 
sentatives who knew so well how to defend our cause, It is due to their support 
at the Congress, that our coreligionists have been rescued from oppression. 
It is to them that we are indebted for this great benefit. We must all recall the 
fact that these two great nations have always been the promoters of our liberties, 
and if they have been our protectors at the Congress, it is because they wished 


once more to aflirm the great principles of ’89 in giving to our brethren in the: 


East the same privileges that they have accorded to us. Allow me, then, to 
exclain : Long live England! Long live France! Long live the illustrious 
Lord Beaconsfield! Long live Waddington! (Applause). 

_ M. Daninos shortly after again rose, and still speaking in French, said that 
his object in appearing amongst them that evening was to plead on behalf of a 
_ newly opened school at Tunis, He gave a sad picture both of the sanitary con- 
dition of the children, and of their ignorance up to recent times. There were 


one or two ‘Talmud Torah schools previously in existence, but not only was there. 


no proper instruction afforded in those places, but the dirty ana confused premises 
were most injwious to the health of the childr+n, as many as 10 per cent. of 
whom were daily on the sick list. Many of the children went about with 
nothing more than a ragged and torn shirt to their backs, and as for food, stale 
bread was all they could get. When Baron del Castelnuovo, a coreligionist, ex- 
Member of the Italian Chamber of Deputies, and physician to the late Victor 
Emmanuel, arrived at Tunis, he was so affected by the sad spectacle which met 
his gaze, that he wept like a child. He at once determined to remedy. the 
existing evil. A Regional Committee of the Alliance was formed, of 
which the Baron was appointed President, and the speaker Vice- 
President. ‘Their next step, said Mr. Daninos, was to obtain powers from 
the parent body of the Alliance to establish a proper schoel, and, 
in the meanwhile, through the ladies of the community, to organise 
measures to provide the clildren with proper food and clothing. After great 
efforts a building was purchased for 60,000 francs, but which originally cost 


considetably more than that sum, and the new school was located therein and. 


recently inaugurated. The amount just named was, however, beyond the means 
of the community to furnish, and appeals were made to the Foreign 
Consuls, amongst whom the French Consul, M. Rousdan, had made himself 
conspicuous by collecting several thousand francs, As the amount at 
the disposal of the Local Committee was still far short of the sum 
required, and if that sum was not paid within a stated period, a certain rate of 
Interest would be charged, the Committee had deputed him (M. Daninos) to 
process to Europe to obtain further sums from their charitable coreligionists, 
© had been cordially received iu Paris and assisted by the Alliance, as well aa 
by the Grand Rabbis of France and of Paris, he had collected some 14,000 
francs. He trusted that the Anglo-Jewish Association would also assist the good 
cause for which he pleaded, and in conclusion he begged some members of the 
Council to aid him in procuring contributions from private sources, 
- After some discussion, it was resolved to vote the sum of £100 towards the 
_§chool Building. Several members of the Council promised to contribute to the 
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Building Fund and to assist in the collection of subscriptions. The Chairman 
expressed his intention of subscribing £100, | 
THE FORTHCOMING CONFERENCE AT PARIS. 

On the proposition of Mr. A. G. Henriques, the Secretary was authorised to 
attend the forthcoming Jewish Conference at Paris. Mr. Henriques mentioned 
that Baron Henry de Worms, end several other members of the Council] had 
arranged to attend the Conference as representatives of the Anglo-Jewish Asso- 
ciation. | 

THE CONGRESS AT BERLIN, 

The CHatrMAN said that the Council would be aware of the result of the 
deliberations of the Congress in so far as they affected the Jews, That result 
must be looked upon as of a most gratifying character. (Hear, hear). He 
begged to move that the thanks of the Council be conveyed to the British Pleni- 
potentiaries, 

The Rev. A. L. Green: Why not to all the Plenipotentiaries ? 

Mr. Atrrep G. HENRIQUES, in seconding the motion, explained that the Coun- 
cil had hitherto only communicated with the British Plenipotentiaries, It was, 
therefore, following the usual course in addressing to them only a letter of 
thanks, and leaving it to the foreign Jewisk bodies to follow a similar course in 
regard to the other DPlenipotentiaries. 

The motion was carried unanimously, and it was resolved that the Board of 
Deputies should be invited to join in the expression of thanks to Earl Beacons- 
field and the Marquis of Salisbury. | 

MISCELLANEOUS, 

The salary of the Secretary was unanimously increased by £100 per annum. 

After several votes had been passed, Mr. H. H. CoLiins moved a resolution 
to the effect that the Executive Committee be requested to consider and report to 
the Council what revision is necessary in the Laws of the Association. The 
resolution was carried. 

The mecting then concluded with a vote of thanks to the Chair. 


OLD FORD RELIGIOUS CLASSES. 


On Sunday last the Rev. Dr. Artom distributed the prizes to the pupils of 
the Old Ford Religious Classes. These classes were established about nine 
months ago to afford to Jewish pupils attending Board and other non-Jewish 
schools in the Old Ford and North Bow districts instruction in Hebrew and Reli- 
gious subjects. The distribution took place at the Olga Street (Old Ford) Board 
Schools, where the classes are held cn Sunday mornings and Wednesday even- 
ings, under the eflicient direction of Mr. Joseph Abrahams, of Jews’ College, and 
Miss Rose Woolf, About seventy children, boys and girls, attend the classes. 
The cost of conducting them amounts to the moderate sum of £100 per annum, 
and is defrayed by means of the trifling fees paid by the parents of the pupils, a 
very limited subscription list and a small grant made, upon certain conditions, by 
the Jewish Association for the Diffusion of Religious Knowledge. The Com- 
mittee (of which Mr. 8. H. Valentine is the Chairman and Mr. I. Bloomfield the 
Hon. Sec.) has laboured under many drawbacks in establishing these classes, and 
has experienced even discouragement in quarters where the heartiest sympathy 
and encouragement was looked for, The successful establishment of the classes 
is greatly due to the sympathy and co-operation of the Rev. Dr. Artom, who, 
from the inception of the movement, has evinced the liveliest interest in it. The 
distribution of prizes was attended by many of the Jewish local residents and 
several visitors, among whom were the Revs. A. L. Green, 8. Gollancz, M. Hast, 
P. Ornstien, V. Rosenstein, H. Millem ; Dr. Friedlander, Principal of Jews’ Col- 
lege, &c. The choir of the East London Synagogue attended, and sang several 
psalms, under the direction of Mr. D. M. Davis. 

The Rev. Dr. Anrom having examined the children in Bible history, &>., 
addressed those present on the interest which should betaken in the development 
of the classes and their efficient support. He hoped that in other districts 
where there were any number of Jewish residents, and where there are no Jewish 
schools similar classes would be formed. In this way only could the difficulty 
caused by the absence of Jewish schools within convenient distance of the 
homes of the children be met. The reverend gentleman dwelt upon the import- 
ance which parents should attach to the early religious training of their children, 
particularly to their being taught a knowledge of Hebrew—the language in 
which the worship in the synagogue is conducted, and the great historical 
link between Jews all over the world. 

The Rev. A. L. Greex, in proposing a vote of thanks to the teachers, said 
that he looked upon such classes as the second best remedy for meeting the 
difficulty caused by the absence of a good Jewish school in the far East of the 
metropolis. For his own part he thought that for a Jewish child to be thoroughly 
grounded in the doctrines of the Jewish faith, it must breathe the Jewish atmo- 
sphere of a Jewish school, He did not think it was sufficient: for a Jewish child 
to have administered to it infinitesimal doses of religious instruction once or twice 
a week. Still, as half a loaf was better than no bread at all, he commended the 
zeal of those who had established and maintained these classes, He suggestea 
that a Sabbath School should be started similar to that held at the Jews’ I'ree 
School, and which was attended by no less than 700 children, 

The Rev. M. Hast seconded the proposition which, having been carried, was 
briefly acknowledged by Mr, Joserd ABRAHAMS. 

Mr. S. 1. VALENTINE proposed a vote of thanks to the Rev. Dr. Artom, to 
whose hearty sympathy and cordial co-operation the establishment of the classes 
is greatly due. The Committee were deeply indebted to Dr, Artom for the valu- 
able assistance he had rendered them. While those who should have given 
hearty encouragement to the movement turned to them the cold shoulder, Dr. 
Artom had warmly interested himself in the classes and had given to them his 
hearty support, and at every step taken by the Committee his counsel had been 
sought and had been of great value and was much a preciated. It was to be 
hoped that those who had the religious welfare of the rising generation at heart 
would come forward and assist the local committee in their endeavours to carry 
on these classes efficiently. | 

Mr. I. Broomrieip seconded the vote, which was carried by acclamation. 

The Rev. Dr. AnroM, in returning thanks, spoke a few words of encourage- 
ment to the local committee. He agreed with the Rev. ifr. Green in the opinion 
that a Jewish school in the district would be desirable, but failing such an estab- 
lishment these classes accomplished an excellent and beneficial object, and were 
deserving of the utmost sympathy and assistance. It was his aim to avoid 
making a rigid separation between congregation and congregation, and to do his 
utmost to promote the unity of the whole community. Io giving encouragement 
to the establishment of these classes he felt he bad fulfilled his duty as a Jewish 
minister. (Applause). 


On the proposition of Mr. J, Da Sitva, a vote of thanks was passed to the 
visitors, which was the Rev. H. MILLem.

THE BERLIN CONGRESS AND RELIGIOUS LIBERTY. 


Tue individual Plenipotentaries haye been as good as their word. The 
Congress has thus nobly and once for all allayed the apprehensions of the 
friends of progress by realising in the aggregate the hopes held out by the 
members in their individual capacity. For although the whole is equal to the 
parts comprising it, this is only true in the physical world. In the moral 
world this mathematical axiom often proves untrue. In the moral world 
the aggregate body and the individuals composing it not rarely prove two 
distinct, but also two different entities. A new unsuspected mysterious 
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factor frequently arises in the aggregate, cf which there was no trace in the : 
constituents, which has to be reckoned with, and which it is frequently | 
observed, baffles all calculations. In whatever way psychologists may 
account for this phenomenon, the fact is indisputable, that an aggregate is 
often dominated by a spirit which was not perceptible in the indi- 
vidual members. But in the case under discussions, the Congress 
has redeemed in public the pledge given by its members in private, 
The Congress has not only proclaimed the principle of civil and religious liberty 
for Bulgaria, but has also enjoined it on Servia and Roumania. This is one 
of the most glorious triumphs ever achieved in the cause of progress. The 
Congress has striven not for material boons, not for the enlargement of the 
boundaries of this or that country, not for the promotion of the interests of 
this or that dynasty, but for the extension and application of a great, and 
exalted principle—a principle ranking among the most valued achievements 
of modern culture, the most precious pearl as yet brought to light by the 
divings of the most profound and devout thought of the highest intellect 
and purest feeling of philosophical research. If nothing else had been 
accomplished by the Congress than the solemn affirmation of this principie 
it would have been enough to cover it with glory and to render it memorable 
among the gatherings of the representatives of the leading nations of Europe. 

The Congress has performed its part nobly and completely. We have 
now to see what reception will be given to this principle so solemnly 
enunciated by the populations and governments concerned. There will be no 
difficulty in the two Rolearias least not. theoretically, A Constitntion for 
these newly-created States has yet to be created. It will be new wine ina 
new bottle. The principle of civil and religious liberty will have to be 
writ large in the new Constitution; and should the future rulers of these 
provinces be really liberal-minded men, there will be no difficulty in enfore- 
ing it. 

Nor need there be feared much passive resistance from Servia. 
Prince, or, as we sha'l soon have to say, King Miray, is supposed not to 
be hostile individually to the complete emancipation of the Jews. But he is 
not strong enough to resist the pressure from without impelling him in an 
opposite direction. He may therefore at heart not be displeased at a 
counter pressure tending to keep him in the direction which he would 
prefer. Moreover, in the newly-acquired territory there are Jews whom he 
could not well- deprive of the rights which they possessed under Turkish 
sway. The maintenance of the Jewish disabilities in the old provinces 
would therefore involve a double set of laws for the Jews—one for thoze 
established in the old territory and another for those in the newly-acquired 
districts, | 

Now, such a double kind of legislation would not only be most incon- 
sistent, but would also involve considerable inconvenience. There is, there- 
fore, much presumption in favour of the conclusion that the decision of the 
Congress will not meet with any active resistance, especially as it would not 
require any alteration in the Constitution, which guarantces civil and reli- 
gious liberty to all inhabitants of the country, All that would be requisite 
would be the honest execution of this clause of the Constitution and the 
repeal of the existing exceptional laws. Moreover, as the number of Jews 
is so very small, it might not be deemed worth while to maintain any special 
laws against them. 

The difliculty, however, it is universally acknowledged, is much greater 
in Roumania. For not only would the Constitution have to be modified, 
and a large number of exceptional laws to be repealed—in order to establish 
a harmony between the decision of the Congress and the existing legisla- 
tion—but there is also the ill-will of the Ministry, Chambers, and the 
people, who have now for a number of years been instigated against the 
Jews and fanaticised. Moreover, the number of the Jews is much more 
considerable than in Servia, and in some parts of the country it unfortunately 
cannot be denied they lag far behind in everything that betokens civilisation 
and culture. © Nevertheless, we are not without hope that in Roumania too the 
decision of the Congress will have to be accepted and acted upon. We base our 
hopes, in the first place, upon the accession of fresh territory which Roumania 
receives on the right bank of the Danube. Inthe Dobrudsha there are Jews 
established, the sameas allover Turkey, They are, of course, in possession of 
the civil rights secured to them by the Turkish Constitution, Now, these 
rights Roumania would scarcely dare to violate in the face of the decision of 
the Congress. The maintenance of the Jewish disabilities on the left bank 
of the Danube would therefore involve the maintenance of the double set of 
laws for Jews, which, as we have stated before, would be as inconsistent as it 
would be inconvenient. Consistency and convenience alike would dictate the 
extension of the liberties enjoyed by the Jews in the Dobrudsha to those

of the former. Now, these Commercial Treaties are a necessity for Roumania. 
She will now have to conclude them without insisting upon the obnoxious 
Clause. Austria, moreover, will after the decision of the Congress no 
longer feel herself bound by the Clause in her Commercial Treaty with 
Roumania, which affects so injuriously the interests of the Jews of the 
monarchy. Roumania would, therefore, have to grant to foreign Jews rights 
which she as yet refuses to her own Jewish subjects, Such a line of policy 
is too absurd to be pursued for any length of time, Logie will in the end 
vindicate its rights, and the conviction that, after all, the Jewish Roumanian 
subject stands much nearer his Christian fellow subject than the alien, will pro- 
duce its effect. It would be impossible for Roumania, for instance, to see the 
thousands of Austrian Jewish subjects established in the country enjoy such 
extensive rights and to derive such immense advantages from them, while 
debarring her own subjects from them, And these Powers are strong enough 
to maintain the rights of their subjects, should any Roumanian Court attempt 
to infringe upon them. It has further to be considered that Roumanian 
fanaticism is of a comparatively recent origin and quite factitious. It is the 
work of the radicals who, with the exception of a short interval, have been 
in power ever since Prince Cuaries was called to the throne of the Princi- 
palities. The radicals had objects of their own, and fanaticism against the 
Jews commended itself to their intriguing minds as one of the most efficient 
means “\r the carrying out of their schemes. The elections were accordingly 
so manipulated as to lead to the return of members ill-disposed to the Jews. 
The ene was given to the press, almost entirely in the hands of the radicals, 
to open a fierce campaign against the innocent Jews. The mob was taught 
by actual experience that much substance might be acquired by riots against 
the Jews at a very small, or no risk whatever, since juries could be packed 
and judges appointed after the heart of the ministry. But the game has, 
as yet, not been carried on sufficiently long so as to impregnate thoroughly 
the whole population with the fanaticism undoubtedly animating a section of 
the radicals. A change of the ministry and restoration of power into the 
hands of the conservative, or even liberal party, would, in a short time, extin- 
guish all these unraly spirits in the press and among the literati, especially 
when they find that the loaves and fishes of the state are no longer for dema- 
gozues and revolutionaries, bet for the sensible, loyal, law-abiding public 
officials. A few years, nay, a few months, may thus bring about a wonderful 
change in the views of the Roumanians. 


Another factor in favour of the Jews is the approbation of the Liberals 


| throughout the civilised world of the policy of the Congress in decreeing 


civil and religious liberty for all creeds and races in the countries formerly 
more or less dependent upon Turkey. The Times in a leading article, pub- 
lished on Saturday last, said :-—~ 


One of the principles already accepted by the Plenipotentiaries at Berlin in 
regard to the organization of Bulgaria is the entire freedom of religious faith and 
worship. This is a principle which it is easy enough to establish on paper ; in fact, 
the Turkish Plenipotentiaries might urge with considerable plausibility that it has 
long been recognised in theory under the sway of the Porte. But Western statesmen 
understand religious equality in a very different sense from that in which it is inter- 
preted by Turkish officials, It would be no solution of the real dithiculty to replace 
the old tyranny of Mussulmans over Christians simply by a new tyranny of Christians 
over Mussulmans. Both must learn the lesson of justice, forbearance and equality 
before the law. Nor is the question of religious equality in the East confined to the 
liberated Turkish provinces, or to the requirements merely of Christians and Ma- 
homdans. The same difficulty re-appears in another and an older form in Roumania 
and Servia. In Roumania there is a population of not less than 250,000 Jews out of 
a total of about 4,000,000, This large population is denied the rights of citizenship, 
and a variety of restrictive laws has deprived it of many of the legitimate occupa- 
tions of industry and commerce. The only privilege accorded to the Jews in Rou- 
mania is the right of serving in the national army, and during the late war hundreds 
of Roumanian Jews fought and fell by the side of their fellow-countrymen., if 
readiness to serve his country is a test of a man’s patriotism, the Jews of Roumania 
have certainly made good their claim to the primary rights of citizenship. In Servia 
the case is dilferent : the number of Jews domiciled there is small, but it is only 
because by the present constitution of Servia the Jews are absolutely prohibited 
from settling anywhere in the country save in Belgrade and Semendria. = It is a 
singular anomaly, however, that Jews are not excluded from the Skuptschina ; so 
that there is nothing theoretically to prevent a Jew becoming the practical ruler of 
a country from the greater part of which his compatriots are excluded, The question 
of the civil disabilities of the Jews in Roumania and Servia has been strongly 
pressed on the attention of the Congress at Berlin, but the representatives of those 
States have hitherto shown a great reluctance to bring the institutions of their res- 
pective countries into harmony with those of Western Europe, The questions is by 
no means exclusively a religious one. It is not because Jews are Jews in faith that 
their settlement is discouraged in Roumania and prohibited in Servia ; 1t is rather 
because in what may be called the struggle for commercial existence the Jews get 
the better of the natives. In other words, the

The Californian clamours for protection against the 
rivalry of Chinese cheap labour ; the Roumanian is terrified at the overpowering 
competition of Jewish capitalists. Each naturally tries, by antiquated yore ma 
impossible in practice and unjust even if they were practicable, to exclude the rivairy

. ] worthy of it by industry, by energy, by good conduct 
It will be a bad omen Tor the dawning hopes of 
lization and progress in the East if the Governments of Roumania and =v — 
in their anti-Jewish policy. Religion is still the pretext, though ee ear aia 
mercial competition is the real motive, just as Americans are pre) — oe te 
Chinese by strange stories of their vices and loathsome habits, To Lurope 1 is more 
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important that civil and religious liberty should prevail in Roumania and Servia 
than that the more indolent natives of those countries should be protected against a 
competition which, after all, would be very likely to prove a potent stimulus to na- 
tional industry. If al! disabilities were remove, as sooner or later they are sure to 
be, Roumania is not very likely to prove a Promised Land to the Jews of Europe ; 
but even if this were destined to be the case, the world would not find it very difficult 
to reconcile iteelf to so signal an example of the survival of the fittest. It is not, 
however, with the commercial and economical aspects of this question that Kurope 
is chiefly concerned. What we all desire to see is the organization of the liberated 
lands on such a basis as shall secure their progress and prosperity. It will be a 
strange and discreditable anomaly if, while religious equality is being established for 
the first time in Bulgaria, in Eastern Roumelia, and in a possible Western Roumelia, 
the antiquated disabilities and restrictions should still be maintained in Roumania 
and Servia. This is not so much a question of the interests of the Jews, or of any 
other nationality, as of the recognition of principles which Western Europe has long 
ago come to look upon as the chief tests of a liberal and progressive civilization, 


But the decision of the Congress has at this moment a much wider 
significancy than that which the area of its direct application gives it. 
This decision has been pronounced at a period when Ultramontanism and 
Liberalism shake hands, and differing as they do in every other respect, 
agree in that of decrying and slandering the Jew, exciting against him 
ill-will, and secking to instigate the masses against him. The decision will 
be a severe rebuke to these two parties. It will show that however fiercely 


the storm may rage in the lower regions, and however dense the mass of clouds . 


which obscure them, in the heights above them there reigns majestically the 
purest serenity. The rays which illumine them will sooner or later penetrate 
the mist beneath and disperse it. It will stimulate liberal sluggishness 
even in those countries which have hitherto been the chief seats.of spiritual 
stagnation. Even Spain may at last be induced to move and abrogate all 
those intolerant laws against Jews, Protestants and heretics which still 
disgrace its statutes, : 

On Russia, too, the decision cannot remain without some effect, , She 
is, of course, represented at the Congress. Her Plenipotentiaries raised 
some litte opposition when the case of Servia was discussed, but to no 
purpose, She had to bow to a decision in the dominions of her protegé 
which is an indirect rebuke to herself for her palicy towards the Jews in her 
own dominions, 
has thus become conspicuous and its hatefalness pronounced, Russia must, 
indeed, be very obtuse—and nobody has ever denied her political astuteness 
—if she does not perceive that this hateful isolation cannot but lower her in 
the eyes of the civilised world; and that if the Congress did not decree the 
application of the principle of civil and religious liberty in Russia, it was not 
because it lacked the will, but because it lacked the opportunity, The 
iniquity of the policy still remains. Thus, the Congress of Berlin has 
rendered services to the cause of human progress in general, and to that of 
the Jews in particular, which will render it for ever memorable in the annals 


of history, and engrave its memory in the hearts of millions of grateful 
Jews for ever and ever. :

It was resolved that Mr. Pines, the Agent 
appointed by the Committee to represent it at Jerusalem, should be instructed to 
proceed to the Holy Land after previously visiting London to consult with the 
Committee in regard to the appropriation of the Fund. It was also resolved 
that £3,000 should be expended in the purchase of suitable land for agricultural 
purposes, and it was thought advisable to expend a like sum in the erec- 
tion of houses to be hereafter purchased by approved tenants to be repaid by 
easy instalments spread over a number of years upon the plan adopted by 
English Building Societies. :

CoxpiTion oF RovumetiA.—Throughout the region surrounding Tartar 
Bazardjik, Philippopolis, and the Southern Rhodope the Russians and Bulgars 
have together been perpetrating deeds of cruelty and violence surpassing belief 
or description. Villages have been burned by scores, with the property of the 
Muslim and Jewish or Greek inhabitants ; many of these have been flung into 
the flames while living ; men and youths have been murdered, women and girls 
everywhere and indiscriminately outraged, the Russian officers employing the 
Bulgarian police to bring in the victims, Children have been tortured and 
imprisoned to obtain submission from their relatives, barbarity of all kinds 
pos encouraged or permitted by the Russian authorities, apparently with the 
object of clearing the country of non-Bulgarians, and stringent measures taken 
to hide these horrible doings from the outside world, and to punish anybody 
communicating their occurrence, All that bas been said and written upon these 
frightful deeds has been now more than confirmed by Consul-General Fawcett, 
who returned yesterday from the insurrectionary districts, where he was 
engaged distributing food among the starving refugees.— Daily Telegraph. 
The Constantinople correspondent of the Times gives similar informa- 
tion, and the Bucharest correspondent of that journal telegraphs : Trust- 
worthy accounts from Bulgaria state that the Bulgarians are Oppressing the 
Mussulmans, that anarchy is present in many parts of the Province, and that the 
Russian soldiery, not being an efficient police force, do very little to keep order 
between the contending races. The sooner the Berlin Congress sends an ad-

tion of an immense population. The proclamation of liberty and equality of 
creeds, placed the Israelites of the East upon the footing of their fellow-citizens 
—what a new glory for France, for Waddington, in the history of the nineteenth 
century! To you, dear colleague and friend, my most warm congratulations, 
my best thanks. Long life to our I’rance and her worthy representatives at the 
Congress 

M. de Saint-Vallier has replied as follows :— 

“Monsieur and dear colleague,—Overwhelmed as I may be at the moment 
by the work of the Congress, I will not delay one hour to thank you for your 
telegrain, which I received this instant, and by which I am greatly touched, 
In defending and causing the triumph at the Congress of the cause of the Isra- 
elites in Roumania and Servia, and in Bulgaria, we have defended the cause of 
justice, humanity and civilization. We have done so with the consciousness 
that we were fulfilling a duty of equity, of which to take the initiative belonged 
to our dear France, the organ of all liberal and generous causes, and we have 
had the felicity to meet with the assent and the unanimous vote of the members 
of the Congress. Liberty of creeds, respect for all religions, equality of civil and 
political rights, without distinction of belief, liberty of conscience, those are the 
grand principles, to cause the admission of which everywhere we had at heart, and 
in favour.of which we have been happy to meet with an unanimous adhesion, 
Tuanks once more, dear and venerable colleague, for your affectionate telegram, 
and believe in my most distinguished and most devoted sentiments,

of France and her Goveramant, b it to all the’ Governments of Europes we shoul! 
—while sincerely thanking then for what has beea dono—address the most 
earnest solicitations that effective guarantees be taken for the execution of their 
unanimous will. The news which reaches us from Roumania, leads us to fear 
that tho promised emancipation will remain a dead letter, unless out- 
ward pressure, sufficient to compel not only the authorities, buat the 
people of that Principality to carry oat the behests of the European 
Powers, be brought to bear upon then. The work so happily com:nenced 
by the Congress will only bo complete aad banoficial if Europe is resolved to see 
its orlers obeyed, and takes measures accordingly. 


Dr. S. Neumann, the President of the Local Committee of the Alliance 
Israelite at Berlin writes to the 7iies to deny that there was any foundation 
forthe statement made by the Vienna Correspondent of that journal to the 
effect that Prince Bismarck consented to lend his powerful aid to secure the 
emancipation of the Jews in Roumania provided the Berlin Israelites would 
support the Conservative party on the occasion of the coming elections. Dr. 
Neumann observes that the Alliance is absolutely a philanthropic body, whose 


action is quite apart from political or religious objects. 


Dr. Joseph Thomson has presented to Prince Bismark, on behalf of the 
Evangelical Alliance and American Board of Missions, petitions and documents 
recommending the introduction of absolute religious liberty into Turkey, and the 


‘new independent and semi-independent States. These documents have been 


submitted to the Congress, which, it is well-known, decided in harmony with 
the course recommended therein. The question of religious liberty is indeed the 
only one which has been fully and absolutely solved in accordance with the 
petitions submitted.— 7Zimes. 

Among the influential Congregations in the Austro-Hungarian Empire who 


memorialised Count Andrassy in favour of the Jews of Roumania were those of 
Vienna, Prague and Pest. 


ServiA.—No opposition is made at Belgrade to the stipulation laid down by 
the Congress for the recognition of Serzian independence, that the Jews should 
enjoy the same rights as the members vf other religious professions in Servia. 


Russia AND RouMANIA.—The Jewish Press positively states that it has learned 
from good authority that in the secret sitting held at Bucharest on June 5th, 
Minister Cogalniceano declared that the Jewish question was likely to be brought 
befor’ the Congress, and that Russia would broach it in order to prepare for 
Roumania an unpleasant situation. But that he had received, on the part of 
Russia the confidential assurance that if Roumania would withdraw her onposition 
to the demand of Russia, the latter would bind herself so to manage that the Jewish 
question should not be discussed at all in the Congress. Senator Stourdza, how- 


ever, was of opinion that the Jewish question did not depend at all upon the 
good-will of Russia. ee 


Bucuarest, 3np.—The Pomanul (Government organ) says : “ We will 
not give up Bessarabia; we will not take Dobrudsha, nor shall the Jews have 
their rights ; and we will use force rather than submit to the conditions imposed 


upon us.—Times.—It further says that the Jewish question cannot be settled 


by outside interference, and advises the Israclites to beseech citizenship from 
Roumania herself, instead of intriguing with foreign governments in order to 
attain their end, | 

Bucnarest.—The Minister of the Interior, M. Rosetti, has issued stringent 
orders to all the Prefects to prevent any hostile demonstrations against the 
Jews, Precautions have also been taken at Bucharest, where the synagogue 18 
guarded by gendarmes, as there were indications that demonstrations were 
intended by some Ultras, who certainly could not have the good of their country 
at heart. It is extremely probable that the present Government intend to take 
such preliminary steps for the gradual emancipation of the Jews as will satisfy 
the public feeling of Europe. No one who knows anything of the state of poli- 
tics in Roumania and the characteristics of the lower classes of the Jewish 
population here could justly advocate the immediate political enfranchisement 
of the whole Israelite population; but the upper class of Jews are already 
worthy of citizenship, If, therefore, they are given complete civil r ghts, the 
Jews might be satisfied for the present, and devote themselves to the education 


and elevation of their less fortunate brethren, so as to fit them for equal rights | 


in the future.—( Times Correspondent). 
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ON JEWISH PROSELYTISM. 


— 


MR, F. W. NEWMAN 


The subject of Jewish proselytism has given rise to a considerable amount 
of discussion ever since Pref. Max Miiller some years ago classified Judaism 
among the non-proselytising religions. That the Judaism of our days is a non- 
proselytising religion will, we think, hardly be disputed. But how was it with 
the Judaism of old? Was it likewise non-proselytising ? Mr. Froude, in a 
correspondence between him and Mr. Francis W. Newman, published in J’razer’s 
Magazine for May last, incidentally asserted that the Jews were not pros.!y- 
tisiog, insinuating inferences to the disparagement of Judaism just as has been 
done by the other controversialists of the same side of the question. This 
assertion Mr. Francis Newman denied, and in the same magazir.e for the last 
month he published a paper, headed “Ou Jewish Proselytism before the War of 
Titus,” in which he seeks to establish the point contended for by him, His 
proofs, which must be considered as decisive, are chiefly drawn froin the 
writings of Josephus, the New Testament and the Greek and Latin authors. 

“ Commentators on the New Testament,” ho writes, “ generally regard it as 
notorious that the case of Cornelius, a devout man, attached to Jewish teaching, 
but uncircumcised, was anything but exc: ptional.” He then makes a very 
lengthy quotation from Josephus, “ Against Apion” (ii. 39), the whole tenou: 
of which shows that the Jews were proselytising, and very successful prosely- 
tisers, tco. He said: “ Our laws have been thoroughly tested by ourselves : 
also in all other men they have inspired a zeal for themselvee ever more and 
more, Earliest, the philosophers among the Grecks, while seeming to adhere to 
their native religion, in fact followed him (Moses), holding like sentiments con- 
cerning God, and teaching simplicity of life and a free imparting (of goods) 
to one another, Not that already even among the masses there has arisen-from 
a long time back much zeal for our piety ; nor is there any one city, Greck or 
Barbarian, nor a single nation into which our custom of the Seventh Day Rest 
has not penetrated. Also our fastings and lighting of lamps, and many of our 
customs concerning fcod are kept up. And they try to imitate also our concord 
of sentiment and free distribution of goods, and our industry in mechanical art, 
and our hardy endurance when subjected to violences in the cause of our Law. 
What is most marvellous, the Law, without allurement, without any bait of 
pleasure, itself by itself has proved strong; and as God permeates the whole 
world, so has His Law marched forth among all men. Each man himself who 


looks upon his own country and home, will not disown what I am saying.” 


And, further on, having expatiated upon some of the noble p:ecepts of the Law, 
he writes : “ On which account 1 may boldly say that we have been to otlier 
nations expounders of very many and very noble lessons.” Mr. Newman, further 
on, narrates, after Josephus, the story of the conversion to Judaism of King 
Izates of Adiabene, and Helena, his mother, followed by that of the whole royal 
family. Llorace, who speaks kindly of the Jews, lias the phrase “the facts are 
numerous, and, like Jews, we will prees you into cur corps,” a clear intimation, 
comments Mr. Newman, how active was Jewish proselytism-in Rome under 
Augustus Cesar. Tacitus, too, though slandering the Jews, yet indirecily admits 
their success as proselytisers. Ls writes : “ For all the worst characters used to 
diecard the religion of their ancestors, and carry to Jerusalem tribute and small 
parnanis, whereby the resources of the Jews were swollen.” ‘These passages 

y no means exhausts the number of references to Jewish proselytism in the 
New Testament and the ancient classics had Mr. Newman instituted further 
researches. He has further altogether left unnoticed the very numerous proofs 
of Jewish proselytising zeal which can be drawn from the rabbinical and other 
writings, 

[u one of the most ancient and solemn prayers, a petition is offered up that 
God’s mercy may also be extended over “the proselytes of righteousness ” 
(PISA 73). The heads of the Synedrion, Shemaya and Abtalyon, the teachers 
of Hillel, the Talmud informs us, were ‘descended from proselytes. “ Onkelos, the 
Proselyte,” is repeatedly mentioned in the Talmud. Clemens, a senator and ‘near 
relative of Domitian, was a prosclyte who fell a victim to his religion. Sarah, “the 
mother of the synagogue,” was a Roman matron and a preselyte, whose monu- 
ment was discovered some years ago at Rome. Rabbi Joseph expressed surprise 
wheu he visited a certain city and found there no proselytes. Proselytes are 
mentioned among the disciples of the Tanaites. And even as late as the days 
of Ibn Ezra there must still have existed proselytising zeal; for in his commen- 
tary on Deut. xxxi. 10-12, he observes: TAN’ DN (strangers were admitted in 
the hope that they would embrace Judaism). 

In Alexandria there sprang up a whole proselytising literature, the authors, 
of which, of course, were Jews ; whose most conspicuous production are the so-called 
Sybilline books, the object of which, as can be shown from internal evidence, 
must have been to bring Gentiles over to Judaism. Ner did these proselytisers 
content themselves with original works. They interpolated the works of 
Gentiles with Judaising passages, intended to show that the authors, if not 

rofessing Judaism, at all events were animated by Jewish sympathies. Rabbi 

leazer was Of opinion that the Jews had been scattered among all nations for 
the sole purpose of being joined by proselytes (Pesach. 87,b). Heathen women, 
especially, seem to have eagerly turned to the Jewish tenets and customs (Jos. 
Bell. Jud. ii., xx. 2, Ant. xviii, iii. 5, xx., ii, 3). A similar phenomenon was 
observed at Antiochia (Jos. Bell. Jud. vii., iii. 3). Slaves, too, were often 
proselytised ; and Rabbi Akiba even held that a Jew was bonnd to circumcise 
his bondmen (Yebam. 47, 48). Of John Hyrcanus and Alexander Yannai, it is 
known that they compelled certain pagan populations conquered by them to 
embrace Judaism. Rabbi Simon, son of Gamaliel, taught: “If a stranger 
wishes to embrace Judaism, a ready hand is to be held out to him to bring him 
under the wings of the shekinah” (Mid. Rabba on Lev. ii. 8). In this the rabbi 
only followed the teaching of his ancestor Hillel, who, as known, received a 
proselyte on his accepting the lesson, ‘‘ What is displeasing to thee thou shalt 
not do to thy neighbour.” And he even received a proselyte who avowed that 
he wanted to become high-priest (Shabb. 31 a), The account given ia the Talmud 
of this incident is so instructive, that we reproduce it in full: “A beathen 
having heard of the-costly garments intended for the high priest, went to 
Shammai, asking him to receive him into the lap of the synagogue, that he 
inight be able to become high-priest. Shammai declined ; upon this he went to 
Hillel, who accepted him, and directed him to study the Law. The man then 
soon learned that a proselyte could not become a high-priest. He then went to 
Shammai to reproach him, and then to Hillel to thank him. ‘May blessings,’ 
said he, ‘shower down upon your head, that you have brought me under the 
wings of the divine majesty.’ Upon this, the tossafoth asked how could Hillel 

ave received this proselyte, when he knew that he only wished to turn because 
he desired to become a high-priest. The answer was: Mwy> 15107 Sn MoI 
Dow Ow? (Hillel was sure that eventually the conversion would be disinter- 
ested). Nay, there was even a most eminent rabbi who was of opinion that 
& prosolyte wight be received even if he did not submit to circumcision, but only 
bathed (Megill. 13. a). 
__, Incidentally, Mr, Newman drops some remarks in the paper under notice, 
which prove his freedom from prejudice and the correctness of his mental 


‘to indusirvy. the 


vision. In a reference to “the lost ten tribes,” he observes, “There is no 
pretence or plansability in calling the European Jews the Two Tribes any 
more than the Zen. No one knew of any separation. The Christian apostle 
James writes to his brethren of the ticelve tribes without distinction. Paul, in 
the “Acts,” is represented as speaking before Agrippa concerning the twelve 
tribes, undoubtedly meaniog the entire and indivisible body known as “Jews” 
throughout the Roman empire.” ‘The Pharisees, Mr. Newman describes correctly 
a3 “the progressive, innovating and predominant body.” And further on: “The 
Pharisees were not mere slavish commentators on icces nor on the prophets. 
When they adopted new thoughts, they were glad so to interpret the old 
Scriptures as to find countenance for them. . . There was both in the Pharisees 
and the Essenes an evident striving after higher and new truths, which, on the 
one hand, opened them to the many fanciful notions, but, on the other, condaced 
to enlarged and nobler views of all moral topics. They could learn whatever 
was best in Greek philosophy, if unable to reject some follies of demonology. 
This was a temperament very well suited to attract and influence the lower part 
of those pagans who had not imbibed the highest philosophy of the day.” 

His characterisation of the Romans deserves special attention. On ‘this 
subject Mr. Newman remarks: “To keep up the national observances, however 
puerile, however monstrous, was with a Roman the first duty of man. Tacitus, 
like Pliny and Trajan, regarded it as a capital crime to cast off one’s ancestral 
religion; and all three are typical, Romans. Yet, wonderful to add, great 
historians have convinced themselves and have persuaded the world that in 
religion the Romans were essentially and systematically tolerant. In fact, 
despotism was the only Roman idea of rule in things ecclesiastical or political 
alike. Against a man who plealed conscientious objection they were savage : 
to hypocritical and subservient atheism they had .no repugnance at all.” A 
student of Jewish history will have no difliculty in perceiving how correct ie the 
estimate which Mr. Newman has formed of the Roman character. The collision 
between Jerusalem and Rome was unavoidable. Rome could never have 
tolerated independent Jewish religious thought. For the same reason, collision 
between Rome and Christianity was equally unavoidable, only that the former 
instead of conquering, succumbed. 

The concluding part of the paper is written in so friendly a spirit, and does 
such full justice to the Jewish people, that we copy it in full. It runs thus: 
“Between the era of Antiochus Epiphanes and the Emperor Nero, it appears 
certain that the Jews made a very beneticial impression on the sind of Westera 
Asia and the Roman world, preparing it (it may seem) for Christianity. The 
equitable character of their domestic institutions was in harmony with their 
nobler religion... The historian Josephus many times insists on the excellence of 
their social practices and scitiments. What he says of their simplicity of life 
aud the absence of lusury may have teen coloured by the contrast reflected 
from Roman extravagance; but what he says in detail of the honour paid 
zeal of all.to be sclf-supporting, the approval of personal 
work and their freedom in imparting goods to one another, which he calls 
fellowship, and yiclding up, must be accepted literally. We have full reason 
to believe that incchanical art and rustic labour were as honourable then in 
Judwa as now in the American Union or at Salt Lake, and that many doctors of 
the Law maintained themselves with. their hands. The case of St. Paul is an 
obvious illustration. Moreover, the laws of Judaea were eqnitable, and the 
puuishments mild. Tacitus himself declares that “ among thewselves the fidelity 
of the Jews was rigid and their tender mercy prompt.” Such a people, it might 
seem, had deserved to live even in the Roman Empire. Not so, thought Roman 
wisdom. That model Emperor Titus, “the delight of mankind,” took counsel 
with his high officers, whether to save the Temple of Jerusalem, a building 
esteemed magnificent. . But they argued that out of Jerusalem had come two 
detestable religions, the Jewish and tue Christian, which weuld best be destroyed 
by uprooting their origiaal home ; therefore the Temple and the city were to be 
utterly demolished. After Roman cruelty had done its work upon the oppressed 
and ruined nation, Christian animosity succeeded to play alike part. Jewish 
proselytisin ceased, indeed, became impossible after the violent and deadly war ; 


_ yet the Jews and their religion have long survived the domineering, oppressive 


and self-destroying rale of Rome ; it has undergone no deterioration by the lapse 
of centuries ; yet they still have to plead for toleration and justice from Scla- 
vonic Europe.” 

Such a sentence ay the last is truly refreshing, coming as it does after the 
insinuations of Mr, Gladstone, the vituperations of Mr. Freeman, and the vile 
slanders of Mr. Goldwin Smith.

I repeated the story at the time to various friends, some 
of whom, I suspect, thought that my informant had been amusing himself at my 
expense ; which, by the way, Tooke was not aman likely todo, Years afterwards, 
and when Tooke was dead, I read a paragraph in a newspaper stating the fact of 
Mr. Disraeli being christened at the church in questiou, 1 was told that a lady at 
dinner asked the elder Disraeli, the author of “ Curiosities of Literature, fora slice 
of ham; for which she was quietly rebuked by her next neighbour, who reminded her 
of the religious faith of the person addressed. “O never mind,” said the host, who 
had overheard the reproof, “our friend there isa ./y /eaf between the Old and the

SyNAGOGUE VESTMENTS.—Messrs, R. Abrahams and Sons, embroiderers, Xc., of 
5, Lisle Street, Leicester Square, have on view at their establishment a number of 
curtains for Ark, mantles for Scrolls of the Law, Xc., executed by the firm for the 
Sydney Synagogue, which for artistic designs and treatment are worthy of the 
highest consideration. The articles consist of three sets of curtains for the Ark, 
covers for the reading desk, three mantles for the Scrolls of the Law, &c. Each of 
the three sets is made respectively of white satin for the sacred festivals, green velvet 
for the holidays, and crimson satin for the Sabbaths, all most elaborately embroidered 
in gold, and having deep gold bullion fringe. The designs are very rich, yet not so 
heavy as to interfere with the general character ; and the lights and shade are 
marked by the variety and colours of the various gold threads used, The design of 
each is difierent : two being of a deep border or Dado pattern, and one with a centre 
ornament enclosing the inscription in Hebrew, Haggai ch. 2 verse ¥., the text on 
the mantles, &c., being considered most appropriate, all of which are embroidered in 
different designs ; the velvets and satins vary in colour, yet harmonise together, and 
as a whole the design and execution must be admitted to be most successful and 
elaborate specmens of art needlework such as few synagogues, if any, possess, There 
is in addition, a rich white satin mantle embroidered iu silver, to be presented to the 
synagogue by Mrs, Hoffaung, formeriy of Sydney, but now residing in London, in 
remembrance of her departed sister,

Russia.—Among the 213,008 soldiers enrolled in 1877, there were 4,005 Jows, 
and only 117 Mahomedans. 


Unrrep Srares.—Rev. Dr. Huebsch recently delivered the opening prayer 
before the Legislature at Albany. A number of copies of the prayer were printed 
out of compliment to Dr. Huebsch, and forwarded to him. 


ConsTANTINOPLE.—Before quitting the city, M. Veneziani reraitted, in the 
name of Baron de Hirsch, £400 to the Turkish ministry, for the benelit of the 
refugees who should return to their homes.—Archives Israelites. 


Vienna.—At the sitting of the Phiiosophic Historical Class of the Vienna 
Academy of Science on the 3rd inst., a Paper of Dr. M. H. Friedlinder, the Rabbi 
of Kanitz, was read by Professor Siegel, the Secretary-General. he title of the 
paper was “ Tifereth Israel, descriptions of the home life of the Jews in Mora- 
via during the time previous to the March Revolution” (1848). The Paper was 
dedicated to the library of the Academy, and its publication was subsidized 
by the Vienna Alliance Israelite. 


Panris.—At the Congress on Demography on. Friday last, the propriety of 
recording the religious creed in the census was discussed. It was pointed out 
that in certain parts of Germany it was ascertained that the rate of infant mor- 
tality was greater among the general population than among the Jews, and had 
been traced to customs which it was the duty of the state todiscourage. It was 
also poi:ted out that statistics of religion were in some countries not to be 
obtained owing to the objection of the people to give the information demanded, 
while in others, for instance France, they would be misleadiog. 


Pestu.—A Jewish physician, Frim, is establishing an institution for Jewish 
imbeciles. His researches show that, unfortunately, the Jewish community is 
afflicted with a disproportionately large number of these sufferers, Statistics 
have shown that among the 18,351 imbeciles in Hungary, } per cent. are of 
Jewish descent. The doctor appeala to the benevolent for aid in the under- 
taking. The institution will be established at Pallola, Pesth. 


BuLGaArtan Jvustice.—Three Jewish refugees returned to their native plac, 
Haskoi. Entering the shop of a Bulgarian baker to buy bread, he refused to let 
them have any, saying, “ for you I have no bread, be off as fast as you can, for we 
do not want Jews.”” One of the three having remonstrated with the impudent 
baker, they were taken before the judge, likewise a Bulgarian, who sentenced the 
remoustrating Jew to receive a hundred blows ard amon:h’s imprisonment. Ulti- 
mately, however, he reduced the blows to twenty-five, and the imprisonment to 


one day, and finished by banishing the unfortunate man for life from his native 


place. The baker, of course, got oft scot free.—ZJ/sraelit. 


BANATE.—The Gazette of Temesvar gives a shocking account of an atrocious 
outrage committed on a Jewish family of Kigdia by a scoundrel who forced 
away from her parents a child not yet fifteen years old, and who was e: couraged 
in his career by a Romanian priest. The disconsolate father sueceeded in 
getting his child and having the criminal arrested. But he escaped, and once 
more forcibly carried offthe girl. In vain the father appealed to the authorities, 
As he isa Jew they do not seem dispcsed to bestir themselves and dare the 
revenge of a deaperate character. Ile keeps the victim of his lust, in one of his 
dingy places. The family is in despair. 

Tunis. —The school of the Alliatice was solemnly opened on May 29th last 
in the presence of the French, English, Austrian, German and Swedish Consuls 
and their families. The Bey was represented by his chief interpreter. The 
religious inauguration took place on June Sth, by the Chief Rabbi, who offered 
up a prayer for the success of the school, for the Alliance, the Anglo-Jewish 
Aseociation and the other benefactors of the establishment. 


Kaiscu.—lIn the riot at Kalisch it now turns out no lives were lost. But 
several Jews were grievously wounded. ‘lhe riot, as a judicial investigation has 
shown, was pre-concerted. Three hundred riotershave been arrested, and among 
them ten priests. The damage done exceeds 200,000 roubles... It appears that 
priests addressed to the multitude on the day of the riot inflammatory speeches ; 
and a large store of scythes and clubs were found on the premises of a dealer in 
wood, Several Christian citizens of the town have greatly exerted themselves 
to — the Jews ; and an oflicer was seen taking Jewish children on his horse 
and carrying them away in order to save them from the clutches of the infuriated 
mob. ‘The poor Jewish children as they returned from schovl were in great 
danger of being massacred. Riotous scenes of a similar kind are said also to 
have occurred at two other places in Russian Poland, ‘Turek and Blazki. 


A Toast.—One of the delegates at the Literary Congress held, under the 
presidency of Victor Hugo, on June 17 last, was a Hungarian coreligionist, Herr 
Glasser. At the banquet which followed, he brought out a toast, from which we 


- translate the following passage : “1, a Hungarian, cannot help remembering that 


the people which inhabits the banks of the Danube bas likewise derived its cour- 
age to struggle for the rights of man from the example set by this great country. 
I, an Israelite, son of a race formerly the most persecuted and the most unhappy 
in the Universe, cannot help remembering that it was France to which it is 
indebted foritsenfranchisemert, and that so humble, so undeserving an individual 
as myself is present, humanly speaking, the equal-of so mauy illustrions 
literati.”

the erudite Baron and to his coreligionists, amongst whom the love of knowledge is 
one of the great characteristics of the race, | 


_ NETHERLANDS CHoRAL Socrery.—On Monday evening last the inaugural con- 
cert took place at the Society's new /oca/e situate in Vine Court, Whitechapel Road, 
the premises having first been consecrated on Sunday evening according to the 
prescribed rites by the Rev. J. Van Praagh. The appearance of the hall on entering 
was certainly striking, the number of membets present with their wives and friends 
being between 400 and 500, The hall is very lofty and well ventilated, the walls 
being tastefully decorated with prize-banners, shields, and trophies, At the upper 
end of the wall a commodious refreshmeut room has been erected, opposite to which 
is the secretary's office. The hall is surmounted by a gallery capable of holding about 
150 persons, Underneath the stage are ladies’ and gentlemen's retiring, dressing, 
and property rooms. The gas-fittings and decorations have been executed by Messrs. 
Defries, who have, we understand, evinced considerable kindness to the society. The 
premises, of which the lease has been secured for a period of 28 years, have been 
renovated and decorated at a cost of between six and seven hundred pounds, which 
amount was raised in £1 shares issued to the members payable in very easy 
instalments, Great praise is due to the President, Mr. I. Ailion, and the Executive 
for their indefatigable exertions in making this society (which is composed entirely 
of working men) so thoroughly successful. The concert commenced with Mendels- 
sohn’s Wedding March by an orchestra of 24 musicians; then followed the Dutch 
National Anthem by the society's choir, a welcome address by the President, and an 
outline of the society's work since its establishment in 186%, Several operatic selec- 
sions weie sung by the members, and a notable feature in the programme was the 
Excelsior duet (Balfe) exceedingly well sung by Messrs. L. Van Kollen and P. de 
Jongh, alsoa scene from “ Joseph” (by Mehul), admirably rendered by the choir 
mustering about 40 male and female members, in which the various soloists acquitted 
themselves creditably. Mr, Meldola rendered an air from “ Der Freischutz ” remark- 
ably well, discharging his difficult task, especially from a musical point of view, 
with great credit. Mr, L. Van Kollen also sung the Porter's song from “ Martha ” 
(well assisted by the choir) in such a manner as to elicit vociferous applause, and 


had to repeat it three times, Various other choruses were sung, and God Save the 


Queen concluded the concert. The room was then cleared, and dancing was kept up 
till three o'clock the following morning. Great praise is due to the musical director, 
Mr, Fritz Tramm, for the patient and effective tuition of the members of the choir, 
who in their turn deserve credit as working men for their perseverance in mastering 
very difficult compositions, We must not forget a word of praise to Mr. M, Van 
Praagh who has worked hard for the society, and who, we understand, was instru-

JERUSALEM.

An evidently well-informed and trustworthy correspondent, gave a lengthy 
account in the Jewish Meseenger of the general condition of the Holy City, 
and its Jewish inhabitants in particular, We make the following extract from it: 
For several years past there has been a considerable Hebrew immigration to the land 
of their fathers ; unfortunately, the tendency is to crowd into the cities, particularly 
into Jerusalem ; many are without trades, and without the means of support. Were 
I a rabbi, or a directing mind of the Hebrew people, I would suggest and urge that 
they emigrate in colonies, and take up village lands, and become cultivators of the 
soil, This would secure a comfortable independence ; the soil is fertile ; the husband- 
man shall not lose his reward ; the labourer is worthy of his hire. He that will not 
work lacks bread oftentimes, and beggars should remember that charity is the fruit 
of work—somebody must work. If allshould try to live on charity, where would the 
charity come from? Where?’ The orphans, the widows, the unfortunate, of course 
are worthy of charity ; but for an able-bodied man to be willing to live on charity, 
in this, the nineteenth century, is a disgrace to anyone, be he European or American, 

Fifty years ago there were a hundred Hebrew families in Jerusalem, The Sephar- 
dim had two or three wretched synagogues; the Ashkenazim had none, but were 
obliged to hold their services and festivals ina hired room. Now, the Sephardim have 
four large synagogues ; the Ashkenazim, two or three ; the Chazidim, two : the Mog- 
brehim, five ; besides these, the Jews of Salonica and Aleppo have each one. There 
are two hospitals and societies for the care of the sick, anda soup kitchen. 1am 
informed that every poor Jew arriving without money is fed for one month free. 
Statistics in Palestine and throughout Turkey are correct only approximately. If 
anybody is disposed to dispute my figures, I shall have no controversy with him, only 
remarking that accuracy, in the European or American sense, is out of the question 
under the circumstances. 

It is said that there are fifteen thousand Jews in Jerusalem. I doubt it. Say 
from ten to fifteen thousand. The Rothschild houses, the Moses Malchw houses, and 
the Montefiore houses, in the city and outside of the city, are for the benefit of poor 
Jews, and of widows and orphans, The Sephardim have a number of houses for 
widows, All of these I call intelligent charities, “Help people to help themselves” 
is a good motto, 

Of course I do not know who are living in these houses for the poor, and whoin 
their own houses ; but the general fact is unquestioned, that in the Jews’ quarter the 
drainage is bad, and the ventilation poor. It may be this fact, or it may be the lack 
of nutritious food, that gives to the Jews (nearly all of them) whom I meet a pale, 
sickly appearance. 

I see it stated in a London publication of 1877, that the Jows are negotiating for 
the purchase of the plain of Jericho, I have heard nothing of it at Jerusalem ; but 
this I may say, they might go further and fare worse, The Jordan Valley is, in my 
judgment, one of the most fertile plains on the face of the globe. Its resources are 
inexhaustible. It may be irrigated not only by the mountain streams, but by the 
waters of the Jordan, and every portion of it may be made a garden, growing sugar, 
cotton, indigo, and other tropical and semi-tropical products. But such an enter- 
prise will require capital and skill, and a strong colony, like the pioneers of Australia 

and California, capable with their own swords and -by their own strong arms, of 
teaching the Bedouins good manners, This grand plain ought to be redeemed : itis 
too late in the world’s history to suffer it any longer to lie waste. The night is far 
spent, the morning cometh, The day is at hand when the “ desert shall rejoice and 
blossom as the rose,”’ 

Sir Moses Montefiore has just given orders to prepare for cultivation all the 
land in front of the Judah Touro houses in Jerusalem. The rocks will be removed, 
terraces built all along, as it used to be in the time of King Solomon, and divided 
into twenty-two partitions, so that every inmate of the Touro houses will have an 
opportunity of cultivating the land, which will produce the necessary vegetables, 
Xc., for the maintenance of himself and family. Sir Moses has also caused a very 
large cistern to be constructed in the centre of the field, which will secure a full 
supply of water for all of them. There will be a beautiful veranda in front of the 
houses, so as to protect tie inmates from the glare and light of a burning sun—the 
veranda was sent direct from London. He has also had a new entrance made in the 
centre of the boundary wall, built a lodge for the watchman, and had a large bell 
affixed to one of the houses, to give the alarm in case of emergency. A good number 

. of workmen—nineteen according to the last report—are now occupied, and they 
often invoke the blessing of Heaven to descend on their benefactor, 

The interest which Sir Moses evinces in Arabic education in Jerusalem, is proved 
by the six Arabic letters which he recently received from-the pupils of the “ Doresh 
. Zion School.” An account of this institution will be found in his “ Narrative of a 
Forty Days’ Sojourn in the Holy Land,” p. 100, The letters were beautifully written, 
grammatically correct, and the composition excellent. The grandson of the Rosh 
Yesheeba of the Talmud Torah School also addressed Sir Moses a few lines in Arabic. 


The government has ordered the formation of a new military force, which resem- 
‘bles the European national guard, to which Jew and Christian are admitted. The 
Pasha has forwarded a copy of the decree to the Haham Bashee, and called upon him 
to appoint a person who will be a member of the new commission superintending the 
formation of this force, 


The /sraelit makes honourable mention of the royal Wurtemburg Architect, Herr 
C. Schuk, a Christian gentleman, who renders excellent services to the Jews in the 
buildings for pilgrims and other structures erected by Jewish bodies, sparing neither 


time nor trouble when he can contribute anything towards the success of any charit- 
able work,

Unirep fratTes.—Aristocratic Yale College was regaled last week by two 
crations on the ancient and modern Jew, and one of the contestants, Mr. Louis 
Hood, of Newark, N. J., won the De Forrest Medal. The audience is said to 
have been spellbound by both Mr. Hood’s manner and matter. This is the 
second time that an Israelite has addressed a Yale assemblage on the subject of 
Judaism ; and the courage and self-assertion displayed in Mr. Ilood's case are 
worthy of all praise.—Jewish Messenger (June 28).

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JEWISH ASSOCIATION FOR THE DIFFUSION OF 
KNOWLEDGE, | 


The sixteenth annual report ofthe Association for the Diffusion of Religions 
Knowledge —a copy of which has been forwarded to us—is even more lugubrious 
in its tone than the last. The expenditure for the year was £281 16s. 11d., 
while the income was only £171 5s. 10d., including a sum of £15 19s. 41. 
received for legacies. ‘lhe Religious Classes conducted at Board Schools entail 
an expenditure of L151 10s, 3d, an amount exceeding the total ordinary income 
of the Assuciation. The average attendance at the Board School Classes was 
310, and the weekly attendance at the Sabbath School averages 585. The Sunday 
Evening School was finally closed in June, 1876, and, “‘ owing to the unfavoura- 
ble condition of the Association’s finances, no publications have been issued 
during the year.” The loss (£55123) involved in the pnblication of the 
“ Life Thoughts ” of the late Mr. Michae! Henry was defrayed by Mr. Ellis A. 
Franklio, who had originally guaranteed the outlay. Ten Sermons were 
delivered during the year at “ minor” Synagogues, under the auspices of the 
Association. The present position of the Association can only be looked upon 
with deep regret. It neither carries out all the work which should be under- 
taken by it, nor does it receive adequate support even to meet the expences 
involved in its present very limited sphere of operations. [tis of importance 
that the religions classes carried on at Board Schools should not be suspended 
for want of funds, and it is equally necessary that tha work legitimately falling 
within the scope of this Association—but which at present it altogether neglects 
—sfhould be taken up with vigour. While the field is occupied by the Association, 
other agencies which might be called into existence by earnest men who recog- 
nise the urgent need of those desiderata to which we alluded in a recent impres- 
sion feel their hands tied. The community, which has shown unmistakeably a 
willingness to contribute generously to the funds of deserving institutions, will 
not, we feel confident, hold back its hand in subscribing to the funds of this 
society+-if it be but true to itself and the excellent objects which should be 
carried out by a Jewish Association for the Diffusion of Religious Knowledge.

Turin.— [From a Correspontent.] —The Jewish Congregation has just 
received and given a public lesson in the daty of economical foresight. The 
readers of the Jewish Chronicle may be aware that the Turin Congregation began 
to erect a most gorgeous house of worship without previously adopting the 
necessary measures for defraying the growing expences. Tle consequence was 
that the progress of the building hid to be stopped from want of funds. At 
length the premises had to be offered to the Communal Council of Turin for 
purposes entirely unconnected with public devotion. On the 26th ult., the 
Manicipal Council adopted a resolution to purchase the building, which for the 
moment is known as the “ Mole Antonelliana ” (after the architect Antonelli), 
and convert it into a National Historical Museum, which is to be dedicated to 
the memory of King Victor Emanuel. A special committes has been appointed 
which in the ensuing autumn is to carry this object into execution. 


Frexcn Ranpis or OLp.—The long talked-of Les Rabbinsdu commencement 
du quatorzi¢me Siécle,” by M. Renan, has at last been published. It forms a 
part of the magnificent history of French literature, which is being published in 
Paris under the auspices of the government. It is almost entirely the work of 
Dr. Neubauer, of the Bodleian Library, but is edited by M. Renan. The book 
gives an account of the literary activity of several emineut French rabbis, but 
does not deal with history, There is only one piece of history related in it, 
which is this, and which took place in 1288. We copy it from the Spectator: 
“One Isaac Chatelain was accused, with his family, of some imagiriary crime, 
found guilty, and sentenced by the Inquisition tou die. . The prisoners asked if 
they could ransom themselves by gold. They were informed that conversion 
plus gold might save their lives. Conversion, however, they refused. Chatelain, 


his wife, his two sons, and his daughter-in-law were accordingly led forth to the - 


stake. Their hands were bound behind them, but they walked on intrepidly, 
and showed -no signs of fear. As they approached the fire, they chanted the 
Shemang, some brief: entences from Deuteronomy, that is, which form. in the 
language of our great novelist, ‘ the confession of the Divine Unity which for 
long generations has been on the lips of the dying Israelite.’ A cry of horror 
went through the land, and Philip le Bel promulgated an edict for the better 
protection of the Jews. This auto-da-fe produced two singular poems. One 
was a Ilebrew elegy, composed in orthodox fashion of Biblical phrases ingeni- 
ously fitted together. The other was a rhymed elegy written in } rench, This 
poein is preserved in a MS. in the Vatican Library. The difficulty of deciphering 
it was great, as the MS. is in bad preservation; and, morcover, although it is, as 
we said, in I’rench, the French is written in Hebrew characters, and the writer— 
no doubt, a Jew—occasionally stumbled, and put ion a Hebrew word or two. 
The poem is quoted in full by M. Renan, and he remarks that it proves how 


superior the popular tongue is to the language of savants for expressing a real 


sentiment; for while the Hebrew elegy on the same subject is harsh and affected, 
the French poem, although rugged, is naive and touching.” bart
